With the uncle of the bridegroom, 
Col. Henry Howell Armstead, and Po- 
liceman Patrick J. Kelly, as witnesses, 
the couple was married in the chapel 
at Municipal Building shortly after- 
noon by Deputy City Clerk John J. Mc- 
Cormick.

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BRITAIN AND JAPAN 
QUURE BY DIVIDING 
CRUISER CLAgOED 


Experts Accept Plan of 
10,000 and 7,500 Ton 
Ships at Parley. 


By HENRY WALES. 
(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

Geneva, June 28.—Great Britain and 
Japan scored at today’s session of the 
naval disarmament conference when 
the technical experts committee ac- 
cepted the London admiralty’s proposal 
to split cruisers into two classes of 
10,000 and 7,500 tons for discussion, 
and also decided not to limit surface 
craft below 600 tons. This gives Eng- 
land a partial victory in its demands 
to reduce the size and strength of 
cruisers below 10,000 tons and 8-inch 
guns. 

Only a limited number of these pow- 
erful long-radius cruisers will be al- 
located, the balance of the cruiser ton- 
nage going into ships below 7,500 tons, 
carrying 6-inch guns and worthless to 
the United States without naval bases, 
and incapable of accompanying a bat- 
tle fleet into combat operations for any 
distance. 

With the sky the limit for small craft 
under 600 tons, the Japanese and Brit- 
ish can set the seas swarming with 
little boats jammed full of giant 21- 
inch projectiles, any one of which 1s 
capable of disabling a capital ship. 


Americans Study Plan. 


“We are studying the British propo- 
Sals to split cruisers into two categories 
and will require a couple of days to 
reach a final decision and allocate the 
amountof tonnage to be divided up for 
large cruisers and the amount for smaller 
types,” said Rear Admiral Hilary Jones 
this afternoon. “The destroyers come 
up for consideration tomorrow, but we 
are concentrating on the cruiser prob- 
lem, studying the. life of ships and 
their condition, which older boats are 
to be retained, which are to be re- 
placed and which are to be scrapped. 
We decided to make 600 tons the max!i- 
mum for the unlimited construction of 
surface ships, dealing with submarines 
apart.”

Airship Reported Speeding

Municipal Airport, Oakland, Calif, 
June 28 (By A. P.).—With more than 
half of the 2,400 miles of its flight from 
the mainland to I-awaii behind it, the 
six-ton Army Fokker plane tonight was 
still winging its way westward. 

At intervals from 7:35 p. m. (Pacific 
Coast time) until 9:30 o’clock, messages 
from the Steamer President Pierce, 600 
miles off shore, declared it could hear 
the aircraft in which Lieuts. Lester J. 
Maitland and Albert Hegenberger took 
off here at 7:09 o’clock this morning, 
asking radio bearings from the Steamer 
President Cleveland, approximately 1,150 
miles from the California coast. 

A radio message from the President 
adhe cries reported cloudy weather at 
8:30. . the ‘time the Cleveland 
and the Army flyers were passing each 
other. Rain was falling, and there 
was about a 5-mile wind. The message 
was received by the Federal Telegraph 
Company, in San Francisco. 

A radio report received by the Federal 
Telegraph Co., in San Francisco, at 2:44 
p. m., said the steamer Sonoma had 
sighted the plane approximately 750 
miles off the California coast. 


100 Miles an Hour. 


The big trimotored Fokker had aver- 
aged approximately 100 miles an hour 
up until the time it soared over the 
Sonoma and disappeared into the 
west. More than a third of the 2,407 
miles to Honolulu had then been cov- 


ered: The Army plane left this airport 


at 7:09 a. m. today. 


The expected air race to the Hawalian 
Islands failed to materialize when 
Ernest Smith, piloting a civilian plane, 
was forced to return to the airport 
after having taken off more than two 
hours later than the Fokker machine. 
The air deflector on Smith’s plane was 
damaged and before a new one could 
be fixed, the navigator, Charles Carter, 
decided it was too late to start as the 
Army had a lead of almost five hours. 

After brief exchanges of greetings be- 
tween the aviators and Maj. Gen. 
Mason Patrick, chief of the Army Air 
Service, the two fliers leaped into the 
machine, waved good-by to friends and 
relatives and the plane taxied along 
the runway. It took the air with ease 
and quickly attained an altitude of 
2,000 feet and flew out over the sea. 

Before leaving here Lieut. Maitland 
declared he expected to arrive at Hono- 
lulu in about 24 hours. Word received 
from Honolulu today was that Army of- 
ficials on the island were preparing for

The America was completely fueled 
with 54 gallons of oil, 18 for each of 
the three motors, and 1,300 gallans of 
gasoline. 

Food supplies were the last of the 
stores to be put aboard. The supplies 
consisted of four roast chickens, four 
chicken sandwiches, four quarts of hot 
coffee in thermos bottles, four ham and 
cheese sandwiches and five gallons of 
drinking water. 

Lieut. George C. Noville, copilot and 
radio engineer of the America, came to 
the field with T. H. Kinkade, Wright 
motor expert, for a final check-up of 
the big monoplane.

Since then President Coolidge has 
twice recommended the central bureau, 
without committing himself as to where 
it should be placed.

the report of Carmi Thompson, who 


studied the Philippine situation for the | 
President. 


Issue May Go to Congress. 


There has been nothing definite to 
indicate that the President has in mind 
approaching the subject at the next 
session of Congress, although it is not 
beyond the realm of possibility that he 
will do so. 

The President let it be known that 
he was encouraged by the report of 
conditions in the islands as given by 
Gen. Wood. Some 99 per cent of the 
administration of the islands is in the 
hands of the Fillpinos and they hold 
all the offices and carry on most of 
the government, he said. And as the 
in the 
happy condition of having self-govern- 
ment without at the same time having 
to bear the responsibility for national 
defense and protection which other 
self-governing peoples have. 

He made it known clearly that he 
had no criticism against the military 
administration of the islands. It was 
natural that this should have come 
about and existed, he said, after the 
islands had been acquired as a result 
of the war with Spain. Nevertheless, 
he feels that now a civil administra- 
tion should be substituted. 

The President retained his reticence 
concerning the Geneva conference and 


made known that he would continue to 


do so. He has full confidence in the 
American representatives and they have 
full authority to act. Any comment 
that he might make, he said, might 
be misinterpreted in foreign countries. 
It is possible that he may have a 
formal statement at some later date on 
the subject. 


Hoover to Visit Lodge. 


Secretary of Commerce Hoover is ex- 
pected to visit the President on his way 
to California, and when informed that 
Secretary of Labor Davis would soon be 
in St. Paul, the President directed that 
he be asked to come out if it did not 
inconvenience him. 

As the President worked in his office 
in the school building today the sound 
of applause and of youngsters singing 
came down from the floor above.

Maryland Avenue Baptist Pas- 
tor Accuses Young Woman 
and Parish Officer. 


REFORMATION EFFORT 
BLAMED FOR PLOTTING 


Leading Churchmen, Women 
and Children Listen to 
His Accusations. 


Dissension which for more than a 
year has been smoldering in the con- 
gregation of the Maryland Avenue Bap- 
tists Church, burst into flames last 
night when the Rev. H. M. Lawson, pas- 
tor, in an address before more than 
100 Baptist pastors, leading church- 
men, and women and little children, 
accused a young woman church work- 
er and an officer of his church of mis- 
conduct. 

He charged that three of the dea- 
cons in his church and a number of his 
congregation turned against him when 
he attempted to reform the couple. 
Petitions asking for his removal from 
the pastorship were circulated among 
his congregation, Dr. Lawson asserted, 
and only a few months ago he was 
cursed before hfs congregation by one 
of his deacons who attempted to pre- 
vent him from reaching the pulpit. 

The petition and reports of the dis- 
sension were brought to the attention 
of other Baptist pastors here and the 
meeting last night, which was held 
in the Calvary Baptist Church, was 
called to settle the trouble. 

The woman, Dr. Lawson said, is sep- 
arated from her husband and has two 
small children in an orphanage here. 
The man is married and also has two 
small children, Dr. Lawson stated. He 
gave their names and addresses, 


Sought Reformation. 


When he learned of the alleged re- 
lationship between the two members 
of the church, Dr. Lawson said, he 
talked with the woman and she’ prom- 
ised she would have no more to do 
with the man. She failed to live up 
to her promise, he charged, so he talked 
to her again. This time she would not 
make a promise, according to Dr. Law- 
son. 

He investigated the woman's past, 
Dr. Lawson asserted, obtaining infor- 
mation from members of her family 
and private detectives. He talked with 
another.man who testified against the 
woman before 26 members of the con- 
gregation, Dr. Lawson said. 

One of the deacons refused to hear 
anything against the woman, accord- 
ing to Dr. Lawson,\and left the meet- 
ing.. This deacon then spread the re- 
port that he was trying to drive the 
woman .away from the church and 
with the aid of several other members 
of the congregation began an under- 
cover campaign to oust him, Dr. Law- 
son charged. 


Called Police to Church. 


He became discouraged and March 
27 last. offered his resignation as 
pastor of the church, Dr. Lawson said. 
The congregation would not accept 
the resighation and pleaded with him 
to stay so he decided to withdraw the 
resignation, Dr. Lawson added. 

When he entered the church on 
April 3, to preach his sermon, he 
found his path to the pulpit barred 
by the rebellious deacons and members 
of his congregation, Dr. L&wson said.

Faction of Humane Society 
Sues to Prevent Merger 


Supporters of Dr. Smith, Deposed President, Ask Court 
to End Amalgamation With Animal Rescue 
League, Charging Mivergence of Aims. 


Fires of conflict, long smoldering be- 
tween factions in the Washington Hu- 
mane Society and Animal Rescue 
League, burst into flame yesterday 
when a bill of complaint was filed in 
Equity Court requesting the dissolu- 
tion of a recent merger of the two or- 
ganizations. 

The trouble started at the annual 
meeting of the Humane Society on 
April. 12, when the Rev. C. Ernest 
Smith, pastor of the St. Thomas Epis- 
copal Church, and long president of 
the society, was deposed as president, 
and ‘Mrs. Truman G. Palmer, of the 
Animal Rescue League, was elected 
president in his place. 


At the same time the society voted 
favorably on the proposition of a mer- 
ger with the Rescue League. The Res-

cue League, the bill charges, voted in 
favor of the merger at its meeting 
April 27. 

The bill aims at the dissolution of 


all that has been done toward the 
amalgamation of the two organizations 
and to revert the two organizations to 
their former separate status, The sup- 
porters of the suit represent the fac- 
tion which sided with Dr. Smith. 

The plaintiff is James P. Briggs, 
president of the Humane § Education 
Society, which is opposed’ to the de- 
struction of animals, and is therefore 
at odds with the Animal Rescue 
League.

The defendants named are the Hu- 
mane Society, the Animal Rescue 
League, Mrs. Palmer, and John P. Heap, 
former secretary of the Humane Society, 
and now secretary-treasurer of the 
combined organizations, which have 
been given the title of the Washington 
Humane Society and Animal Rescue 
League. . 

The court is asked to appoint a re- 
ceiver for the Humane Society to “‘con- 
serve and prevent the improper use and 
withdrawal of .its funds and assets.” 
The court was informed that the soci-

HIGH OFFICIALS ATTEND 


Surrounded by distinguished Army 
officers who served under his leader- 
ship in the World War, Gen. F. F. G. 
Passaga, former commander of the 


Thirty-second French Army Corps, last 
night received an ovation when he 
addressed the Yankee Division Club of 
Washington, host at a dinner in his 
honor in the Wardman Park Hotel. 

The French general sat at a table 
flanked by high officials of the War 
Department and ranking Officers of 
the Army, under a érimson velvet 
canopy upheld by spears. He appeared 
deeply moved, as Maj. Gen. Charles P. 
Summerall, chief of staff; Maj Gen. 
John A. Lejeune, commandant of the 
Marine Corps, and other members of 
the wartime One Hundred and Fourth 
Infantry, eulogized his heroic and 
generous actionr as army corps com- 
mander in France. 

Devotion and love for their former 
leader are the sentiments of the 
Yankee Division toward Gen. Passaga, 
Gen. Summerall declared. He cited 
the extreme kindness of the French 
commander to raw recruits, as well as 
to inferior officers. 

Gen. Lejeune, who spoke next, in- 
stanced a case where Gen. Passaga, at 
extreme personal risk, sought out a 
brave American soldier in the trenches 
and rewarded him with a gift of 1,500 
francs. No foreign leader of Americans 
was more beloved than Gen. Passaga 
or held in greater esteem, the speak- 
ers declared.

Schenectady, N. Y., June 28 (By A. 
P.).—Slipping over the green hills and | 
blue lakes of central New York at a) 
rapid clip, the planes entered in the na- 
tional air tour completed safely the sec- 
ond day of their long schedule at the 
Schenectady Air Field late this after- 
noon. 

The fourteen ships, carrying a per- 
sonnel of 60 persons, made the 255- 
mile flight between Buffalo and this| 
city in less than two and a half hours’ | 
flying time, stopping off for three hours | 
this noon at Geneva. Tommorw morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock, Eastern standard 
time, the flotilla will fly to Boston. 

One accident, a slight one, marred 
today’s progress. The United States 
Navy’s trimotored Ford transport plane, 
loaded with eight men, smashed a tail- 
skid in landing at Geneva and put back 
to Detroit for repairs. It is expected 
to rejoin the tour in New York City 
on Thursday. Two of the big ship’s 
passengers went on to the metropolis 
by train, but the others, including As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy Warner, 
an official observer, found seats in 
other. units of the_ fleet. The Navy 
plane was making the trip solely for 
observation purposes. 

Crowds hailed the fliers in three 
cities today. Thousands hastened to 
the Buffalo Air Port this morning to 
wish them good luck as they took off 
for the 90-mile run to Geneva. A 
throng of 10,000 persons, more than 
half of the latter’s population, lined 
the borders of the fiying field there 
when the ships came in. Everybody 
remained for the demonstration flights 
that were made during the fleet’s stay, 
Geneva making a half-holiday of the 
visit. Hundreds of farmers from the 
countryside also took time off for the 
occasion. 

Leaving Genera at 2:30 o'clock, 
standard time, the planes pointed their 
noses due east for Schenectady. Their 
course took them over comparatively 
few villages and no large cities, and 
with only a breath of a breeze to 
overcome, they made fast time over 
the 165 miles.

Instruments necessary in the navi- 
gation of the plane were conveniently 
arranged in the middle compartment of 
the ship. The earth inductor compass 
was on a stationary tripod. 

Along the walls were arranged cloth 
pockets for tools, food, &c. In the 
cabin was the radio set. Here Lieut. 
Hegenberger planned to sit for the 
first half of the flight, after which he 
expected to relieve Lieut: Maitland 
from the “stick” in the foreward, or 
pilot’s cockpit. 

A round opening in the fuselage 
over the.middle compartment permits 
the navigator to make his serie datie te 
observations. 

On the floor in the rear ot the 
fuselage was placed the rubber life 
raft which can be inflated with gas 
from special tanks in case the plane 
is forced down into the sea. The Fok- 
ker, not equipped with pontoons could 
float about three hours, Army officials 
estimated, giving the fliers plenty of 
time to transmit radio calls for help, 
give their location and make their raft 
ready for use if forced to abandon the 
plane. 


Can’t Talk; Must Write. 


The roar of the motors prevents con- 
servation between pilot and navigator. 
Communications must be in writing.

Gen. Mason Patrick, chief of 
Army Air Corps, was the last person 
to shake hands with the fliers and bid 
them good luck. 

“God bless you, my boys,” the general 
said. “I know you are going to make 
it.” 

“General, you know I’m going to do} 
my best,” Lieut. Maitland replied, and 
Lieut. Hegenberger nodded his assur- 
ances.

The design submitted by the Good- 
year Tire & Rubber Co., Akron, Ohio, 
was selected as the best yesterday by 
the riaval board appraising designs in 
airship design competition of 1927 for 
complete design of a naval airship cap- 


able of carrying five airplanes and 
equipped with engines sufficient to 
drive it at a speed of 80 miles an hour. 
The ship would be 780 feet long, 135 
feet in diameter, with a volume of 6,- 
500,000 cubic feet, and its primary pur- 
pose to operate with the fleet. The 
prize offered for the winning design 
is $50,000. 

A second prize of $5,000 was recom- 
mended for purchase of a design sub- 
W. Watters Pagon, Balti- 
more, Md., and the design considered 
third best and given honorable men- 
tion was that presented by Dr. Johan- 
nes Schwengler, of Stretlitz, Germany. 

Thirty-seven designs and ideas were 
submitted in the competition and were 
marked and classed according to mer- 
its. E. M. Yates,- College Park, Md., 
was among those submitting sketches, 
and three German designs were sent in 
for the proposed airship with 2% 
times the volume of the Los Angeles, 
a length 15 per cent greater, and di- 
ameter 50 per cent greater. 


Wide Cruising Radius. 


Its cruising range, when it is infilated 
with noninflammable helium gas, under 
average conditions, and carrying its 
normal equipment and crew of about 
45 officers and men, would be about 
11,000 nautical miles at 50 knots, or 
about 6,000 nautical miles at maximum 
speed of 70 knots, or 80 statute miles 
an hour. It will take about three years 
to build the ship. 

The Goodyear firm was the only one 
presenting a complete design with va- 
rious modifications, and its No. 2 de- 
sign was recommended as the winner. 
Great care and deliberation was re- 
quired in rating, board members ex- 
plained, as in the main, there were no 
outstanding features which could be 
used in. picking a winner, and it was 
necessary to weigh each feature with 
yeference to its effect on performance 
as a whole. 4 

Although a contract with the Good- 
year firm is recommended in accord 
with the terms of the competition, no 
payment for design alone will be due it. 

The board was composed of Rear Ad- 
miral W. A. Moffett, chief, Bureau of 
Aeronautics; Lieut. Comdr. C. H. Ha- 
vill, Commander S. M. Kraus, Lieut. R 
G. Mayer and Lieut. R. G. Pennoyer. 

Prices on designs quoted by the three 
leaders in the competition were $25,000 
from Mr. Pagon for a complete design 
and $25,000 for detailed designs for all 
structural parts, although he was listed 
as not in position to construct. 

Dr. Schwengler’s charge for complete 
design rights for two ships only is $5,- 
000, or for permanent use, $10,060. 

The Goodyear firms’ design is not for 
sale except through a construction or- 
der. It is willing to construct an air- 
ship under a contract, basis of which 
is subject to negotiation. The esti- 
mated cost runs from $3,802,831 to $4,- 
636,831, with certain exclusions for 
items to be furnished by the Navy De- 
parment.

Spirit of St. Louis to Fly Under 
Sponsorship of Guggen- 
heim Fund. 
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START IS ANNOUNCED 
IN ABOUT THREE WEEKS | 


Colonel Will Leave Mitchel 
Field Today on Flight 
to Canada. 


New York, June 28 (By A. P.).—Col. 


Charles A. Lindbergh will make an air- 
plane tour of the United States, the 
Daniel Guggenheim Fund for the Pro- 
motion of aeronautics, under whose 
auspices the tour will be made, an- 
nounced tonight. 

Col. Lindbergh will fly the Spirit of 
St. Louis, in which he made the New 
York-to-Paris flight. He will start in 
about three weeks and cover the en- 
tire country. It is expected that the 
Nation-wide flight will take two or 
three months, during which Col, Lind- 
bergh will visit most of the principal 
cities in the United States. The en- 


tire undertaking will be financed by 
the Daniel Guggenheim Fund for the 
Promotion of Aeronautics. 

Harry F. Guggenheim, president of 
the fund, made this announcement 
concerning the proposed expeditions: 


In Interest of Aviation. 


“Arrangements have just been com- 
pleted under which Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh will undertake a country- 
wide airplane tour of the United 
States for the purpose of furthering 
public interest in aviation develop- 
ment. It has been Col. Lindbergh’s de- 
termination since the successful com- 
pletion of his epoch-making flight 
alone across the Atlantic, to devote 
himself to the advancement of aero- 
nautics and, in so far as it is possible, 
to turn the nation’s enthusiasm over 
his achievement into active interest in 
and support of the practical -levelop- 
ment of air transportation in this 
country. 

“Realizing the soundness and wisdom 
of such a program, it was the belief of 
the officers and members of the fund 
that one of the most effective means of 
accomplishing Col. Lindbergh’s desire 
was to send the Spirit of St. Louis, with 
its intrepid pilot on a tour of the 
United States. This proposal was made 
to Col. Lindbergh this morning, and 
after consultation with his St. Louis 
sponsors he has decided to accept the 
fund’s offer to arrange and finance the 
tour in cooperation with the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 


Details Not Arranged. 


“Details of the trip have not yet been 
arranged. They will be announced 
later. Col. Lindbergh leaves for Canada 
from Mitchel Field on Wednesday, and 
after that he plans to spend several 
weeks on his book. It therefore will be 
about three weeks before his tour under 
the fund’s auspices will begin. It will 
probably take two or three months to 
complete the itinerary which will be 
laid out for him. 

“Col. Lindbergh’s airplane tour will 
be undertaken for the primary purpose 
of stimulating popular interest in the 
use of air transport. It will enable mil- 
lions of people who have had an oppor- 
tunity only to read and hear about the 
colonel’s remarkable achievement to see 
him and his plane in action. We hope, 
too, that it will serve two other impor- 
tant ends: First, to encourage the use 
of our present air transport facilities 
for mail, express and passenger-carrying 
purposes, aerial photography and other 
services, and thereby foster the growth 
of this means of transportation, and, 
second, to promote the development of 
airports and air communication serv- 
ices. 

“It is our belief that such an expedi- 
tion by Col. Lindbergh will strike the 
air consciousness of the American peo- 
ple and give added impetus to commer- 
cial flying as a practical, safe and use- 
ful means of transportation.”

IN FRANGE, HERRICK oAYS 


Revival of the Nations’ Old 
Friendship Was Vital, New 
Yorkers Told. 


AVIATOR VISITS ENVOY 


New York, June 28 (By A. P.).— 
Myron T. Herrick, American Amjiwwa- 
dor to France, returned for his annual 
vacation today and in an address at 
City Hall told of the international 
good will created by the transatlantic 
flight of Col. Charles A. Lindbergh. 

He said he considered it providential 
“that the Spirit of St. Louis brought 
that splendid boy out of the sky into 
Le Bourget Field when he was needed 
in France.” 

Ambassador Herrick was a passenger 
on the maiden voyage of the new 
French liner Ile de France and brought 
with him a memorandum from the 
French government concerning out- 
lawry of war between the countries, 

“It was a time,” he said, in speaking 
of Lindbergh’s flight, “when old war 
wounds were still unhealed, when both 
France and America sorely needed a re- 
vival of that ancient friendship, latent 
but never dead. 

“It was at this momen+t that the 
Spirit of St. Louis came out of the sky 
and gently, gently landed on French 
soll. It was one more link in that 
chain of mutual respect and friend- 
ship which has stood the test of ages.” 

The ambassador, accompanied by his 
son, Parmley, transferred at Quaran- 
tine from the liner to the city tug 
Macom and were escorted to City Hall 
to be officially greeted by Mayor 
Walker. Mr. Herrick left for a hotel 
as soon .as the ceremony was over to 
prepare for leaving tonig.it for Cleve- 
land, where he will stay until the 
American Legion convention in the 
fil. 

He declined to discuss the proposed 
security pact besides admitting that he | 
carried a document concerning it and 
saying that he looked forward “with 


delight to the future of mutual rela- | 


tions of France and the United States.” 

Col. Lindbergh had accepted member- 
ship on the committee to welcome the | 
ambassador but at the last minute had | 
to send word that pressure of other af- 
fairs prevented his presence...

The Ile de France made a new record 
for boats of the French line, completing 
the journey from Plymouth to Ambrose 
Light in five days and eight hours. 

Later in the afternoon Lindbergh 
went to the Ritz-Carlton Hotel and 
spent half an hour chatting with the 
ambassador and members of his 
family. 

The ambassador explained he had 
received a radio message at sea from the 
flier making the appointment and that 
the visit was just a “little family re- 
union.” He said no busines was dis- 
cussed, nor was any advice asked or 
given. He added the opinion that 
Lindbergh is not the sort-of person 
who needs a great deal of advice. 

“He’s a pretty capable young man,” 
he said.

Midnight Thursday the legislature le- 
gally ends, and, caught in the jam of 
the filibuster, which is entering its sec- 
ond week, are 400 or more House meas- 
ures, including some of the most im- 
portant legislation of the session. If 
the bills are not enacted by then they 
can not become. effective until 1928. 

There are cots in the committee 
rooms and the tousled representatives 
sleep between roll calls. Many are 
playing bridge at their desks. 

And the droning voice of the clerk 
goes on, reading bill after bill, journal 
pages, or anything the filibusters can 
compel the reading of to hold up the 
legislation to which they are opposed. 
Led by Representative Michael Igoe, of 
Chicago, the filibusterers compose only 
a comparative handful of the House 
membership. He and his forces are 
opposed to 113 bills to increase Chi- 
cago taxes and permit the city to dou- 
ble its bonding power.

Crowds on Lancashire Hills 
Greet Phenomenon With 
Admiring Shouts. 


AMERICAN SCIENTISTS 
GO FAR FOR TOTALITY 


Mirrors Made 100 Years Ago 
by Sir John Hershel 
Used in Britain. 


Settle, Lancashire, England, Wednes- 
day, June 29 (By A. P.).—At 6:23 o’clock 
this morning observers in this section 
of England had a perfect view of the 
sun’s eclipse. 

Five minutes before totality, at 6: 24, 
a brisk southeast wind drove away the 
remainder of the clouds and at the 
moment of totality, the sky presented 
a clear blue dome, which gradually 
shaped into pitch darkness. 

As the eclipse became total the hill- 
tops of the neighborhood echoed with 


exclamations of awe and shouts of ad- 
miration. 

Sir Frank Dyson, astronomer'royal at 
Giggleswick Observatory, expressd in- 
tense satisfaction at the lucky turn in 
the weather at the very last moment. 
Observation of the Corona was particu- 
larly good, 

Almost until totality was due it leek- 
ed as if the clouds were going to inter- 
fere with the scene, although the sun 
broke through intermittently. A clear- 
ing, which lasted ten minttes, coin- 
cided with the final phase, causing uni- 
versal ecstacy. 


Elaborate Preparations. 


Oslo, Norway, June 28 (By A. P.).— 
Last-minute preparations of astrono- 
mers from leading countries of the 
world, including a large delegation of 
Americans, have been completed for the 
observation of the total ‘solar eclipse 
tomorrow morning. 

Most of the astronomers have select- 
ed Fagerness, just north of Oslo, for 
their headquarters. The American as- 
tronomers are here, mostly under the 
leadership of Prof. S. A. Mitchell, of 
the Leander McCormick Observatory 
at the University of Virginia. Prof. 
Newall, of Cambridge, has arrived, and 
an Italian expedition under Prof. d’Ar- 
turio has set up its apparatus. 

Special trains were run tonight to 
convey the scientists and other vis- 
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itors to the best vantage points. The 
Norwegian government has permitted 
foreign astronomers to bring in their 
instruments free of duty, and a tempo- 
rary observatory has been erected. As 
a further accommodation the County 
Board of the Fagerness District has per- 
mitted hotels at Fagerness to sell alco- 
holic beverages so long as the foreign 
scientists are staying there for observa- 
tion purposes. 
American Travels Far. 


Prof. Mitchell, the American astrono- 


mer, has observed seven solar eclipses, 
which ‘have required him to travel 60,- 
000 miles with all his apparatus.

Greenwich, England, June 28 (By A. 
P.).—Original mirrors for reflecting 
telescopes, made a hundred years ago 
by Sir John Herschel, celebrated as- 
tronomer, wiMt be used for the first 
time for the observation of the total 
solar eclipse which will be visible over 
part of England tomorrow morning. 

The mirrors were sealed up in sol- 
dered cans by Herschel and were only 
recently taken from their cases. They 
have been lent by the Rev. Sir John 
Herschel. They are not of quicksilver 
glass like ordinary mirrors, but are 
made of speculum, a metal two parts 
copper and one part tin. One mirror 
will be used in connection with a spec- 
troscope by the Royal Observtory of 
Greenwich, at Giggleswick, Yorkshire, 
and the other has been taken to Nor- 
way by Prof. H. F. Newall, of the Cam- 
bridge expedition. The mirror at 
Greenwich has a brilliant burnish and 
perfect reflecting surface. T is 9 
inches in diameter and has a focal 
length of 8 feet.

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BRITISH ARMS PLAN 


HELD 10 INGURE HE 
QUPREMACY ON SEA 


Would Prevent U. S. From 
Matching Nation’s Super- 
ships, Officials Say. 


TWO 35,000-TON BOATS 
NEARLY READY IN ISLES 


Extension of Life Would 
Leave America With 
Obsolete Fighters. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

Diplomatically lifting the smoke 
screen shrouding the real significance 
of the British proposal to limit the 
size and extend the life of capital 
ships, high officials yesterday turned 
the spotlight on this phase of the 
Geneva Naval Arms Conference. The 
results were as follows: 

First—The British plan, if agreed to, 
would prevent the United States from 
building any 35,000-ton battleships and 
thereby insure the supremacy of Brit- 
ain, which nation virtually has com- 
pleted two of these 35,000-ton super- 
capital ships. 

Second—Extension of the life of 
capital ships also would guarantee 
British supremacy by compelling the 
United States to retain relatively ob- 
solete battleships while Britain relied 
for her naval strength on superior, 
modern first-line sea fighters. 

The British contention that her sug- 
gested program is for the purpose of 
economy to the taxpayers has made no 
impression on Officials here, although 
the Japanese government has indorsed 
it and the Japanese delegation accord- 
ingly has swung over to the British 
side in the Anglo-American clash on 
these points. 

But the Japanese, it is explained 
here, have not sided withthe British 
in the whole-hearted manner indicated 
by unofficial Geneva reports. Hugh 8. 
Gibson, head of the American dele- 
gation, has informed Secretary Kellogg 
of the position taken by Japan. All 
Japan has said is that she would not 
oppose the discussion of the reduction 
in the size of battleships after an 
agreement has been made as to all 
auxiliary craft. This is, in a sense, an 
effort at compromise on the part of 
Japan, but it is a compromise which 


would not be acceptable to the United 
States Government. 


U. 8S. Uninterested in Gestures. 


If the American delegation simply 
were desirous of smoothing over the 
troubled waters and making the Ge- 
neva discussions appear to be harmo- 
nious, the Japanese compromise could 
be accepted without much ultimate 
risk to the United States. Mere dis- 
cussion of limiting the size of capital 
ships would do no harm in the ab- 
sence of an agreement, and all that 
Japan proposes is that these matters 
be discussed after questions affecting 
auxiliary craft are settled. In short 
America is asked to agree in advance 
to make the sort of diplomatic gesture 
that Britain demands, even though 
nothing comes of the gesture. 

But Secretary Kellogg and Mr. Gib- 
s0n apparently are not willing to play 
the game that way. The Americans 
are interested in the substance and not 
the froth of the negotiations respect- 
ing limiting naval armaments. They 
are not interested in gestures or mean- 
ingless diplomatic moves calculated to 
encourage false hopes. They want the 
cards played face upward on the table 
with public opinion in the various na-

Gibson. “We forwarded to the Govern- 
ment the British and Japanese pro- 
posals and the further developments as 
they came up.” 

“It is reported that Washington re- 
fuses anything except entire equality 
and absolute parity with Great 
Britain.” said an English newspaper 
man. 


“We proposed exactly that,” replied 
Mr. Gibson. 

“Can any agreement be reached here 
on other categories if capital ships are 
not discussed?” asked a London re- 
porter. 

“We think capital: ships were covered 
in the Washington treaty and we are 
trying tod extend those principles to 
auxiliary vessels so that the whole 
scope’ of naval craft will be included, 
and it is not necessary to change the 
existing treaty to accemplish that,” 
answered the Amerian first delegate. 

When asked about the reports of an 
adjournment Mr. Gibson stated that he 
hopes they will get ahead and reach an 
agreement before the end of July. 

The theater of interest in the naval 
conference negotiations swung from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific as a result of 
Japan’s unexpected announcement that 
it supports Great Britain’s demand for 
cutting down the size of the guns on 
any future capital ships below the 
strength of the recently completed 
Rodney and Nelson. 

America’s lack of naval bases in the 
Pacific, except the unfinished one at 
Pearl Harbor, in Hawaii, prevents the 
United States fleet from proceeding far- 
ther West than Hawaii for combat op- 
erations without running the risk of 
being annihilated by an enemy well 
supplied with bases and capable of out- 
speeding, outranging and outshooting 
the Americans. 


Ranges of Units. 


Following are technical figures show- 
ing the extreme ranges of the units of 
the battle fleets of Great Britain, Ja- 
pan and the United States, which show 
that America is relegated to the last 
position, although the Washington 
Treaty allows it naval equality with 


in diplomatic conferences, but it looks 
as if America would insist upon the 
exception. 

Therefore Mr. Kellogg is understood 
to see no good reason for discussing @ 
matter -when it is known in advance 
that there can be no agreement. Why, 
officials ask, should the public believe 
that there may be a compromise be- 
tween Britain’s stand for limiting the 
size and extending the life of capital 
ships and America’s stand against it, 
when the United States Government 
will not compromise? The provisions 
of the Washington treaty of 1921-22 
definitely have settled these questions, 
it is pointed out, and there can be no 


reopening of these questions at this j 


time. 
Little Difference Seen at First. 


The British reply to this contention, 
as disclosed here by oficial data, is 
that the British realize there can be 
no actual change in the size of capital 
ships prior to 1931, under the terms 


of the Washington conference, but 
that Britain would be happy to get 
an agreement now with the United 
States to the effect that mo ships 
greater than 25,000 or 30,000 tons be 
built by America after 1931. There 
could be no question of building such 
ships prior to 1931 because the Wash- 
ington conference definitely forbids 
this 

At first blush there appears to be 
little difference between an advance 
agreement whereby America pledges 
herself not to built 35,000-ton ships 
after 1931 and a prospective agree- 
ment in 1931 whereby America might 
become so pledged But, as a matter 
of fact, there is a world of difference, 
it is explained The chief specific dif- 
ference results from the fact that 
Britain’s two 35,000-ton monsters short- 
ly will be in operation and an ad- 
vance agreement would mean denying 
to America the right to ever obtain 
parity in size of ships ‘with Great 
Britain. Britain knows that under the 
terms of the Washington conference, 
new ships can be built for replacement 
in 1934, which means that America 
could lay down two 35,000-ton capital 
ships in 1931 

When this period is reached, the 
question may well come up at the 
1981 conference as to how the dis- 
parity of the 35,000-ton capital ships 
is to be adjusted betwen Britain and 
the United States. There will be two 
ways open to maintain parity in size 
of ships, which America unswervingly 
insists upon One would be for Amer- 
ica to begin construction on the 
35,000-ton ships and the other would 
be for Britain to agree to scrap them. 
The latter suggestion looms as wun: 
thinkable to the British and no sug- 
gestion that Britain scrap the 35,000- 
ton ships now would be considered 
for a moment, it is explained. 


Economy Stand Unsatisfactory. 


Yet the British claim that the chief 
advantage of their proposal is economy 
to the taxpayers, and Viscount Ishii, 
of the Japanese delegation, refers to 
the “undoubted merit in the matter of 
contributing. to decreases of naval ex- 
penditures.” In short, Britain will 
agree not to build any more 35,000-ton 
capital ships if America will agree to 
accept inferiority and not match the 
two ships which Britain soon will 
launch. 

The contention that the reduction in 
size of battleships and the extension 


Great Britain and 40 per cent superi- 
ority over Japan: 

Thirteen out of 18 fighting uits in 
the United States battle fleet are cap- 
able of a gun elevation of only 15 de-

Light Cruiser Figures. 


The light cruiser figures, according 
to the status quo of this type already 
in commission and capable of going 
into action with a modern fleet, shows 
that Britain possesses 64 such ships, 
Japan 29 and the United States 10. 
Present building programs will give 
Britain 71, Japan 32 and the United 
States 18. This is not inclusive of mer- 
cantile ship marine units which are 
suitable for conversion into auxiliary 
cruisers. In this field America is over- 
whelmed. 


Regarding the British and Japanese 
statements that the determination to 
reduce capital ships is to aid economy 
and lighten the burden on the tax- 
payers, the American experts point out 
that the British battleships, Rodney 
and Nelson, and the Japanese ships, 
Nagato and Mutsul, are already paid 
for. They contend London and Tokyo 
are preparing to divert their future ex- 
penditures to other types and light 
cruisers, which the United States does 
not possess and does not require. 


The point is also stressed that the 
British taxpayers are standing the ex- 
pense of the colossal Singapore naval 
base, which will accommodate the 
largest units of the British navy, and 
for the maintenance of British naval 
bases flanking the Panama Canal and 
off the American East Coast.

Propaganda Set Up, Says 
New York Paper. 


LABOR CONGRESS BLAMED 


New York, June 28 (By A. P.).—The 
New York Herald-Tribune says that 
the Bolshevist government is concen- 
trating and disseminating propaganda 
over the United States through the in- 
strument of the American negro, by 
establishing organizations to function 
as a clearing house for Bolshevik prop- 
aganda among the members of their 
race. 

Several negroes have been selected 
from this country and transported to 
Moscow, where they are given thorough 
instructions in the operation and the- 
ories of communism, Through this me- 
dium, the Herald-Tribune says, the reds 
hope to bring the whole negro popu- 
lation of the United States solidly un- 
der the influence of Bolshevik ideas. 


The organization which heads this 
movement in this country, the New 
York Herald-Tribune states, is known 
as the “American Negro Labor Con- 
gress,” with headquarters in Chicago. 
The official publication, the Negro 
Champion, acts as its mouthpiece. 

The Herald-Tribune further says that 
the leaders of this scheme are Richard 
B. Moore and Lovett Fort-Whiteman, 
negroes who have headquarters in Chi- 
cago. Fort-Whiteman is the organizer 
of the American Negro Labor Congress 
and gives 19 South Lincoln street, Chi- 
cago, as its address. 

Others named as associated with 
Fort-Whiteman as organizers of the 
American Negro Labor Congress include 
William Bryant, of Milwaukee, Wis.; 
Edward L. Doty, H. V. Phillips, Eliza- 
beth Griffin, all of Chicago; Everett 
Greene, Chicago correspondent of the 
Afro-American, Baltimore, Md,; Will- 
iam Scarville, of the Pittsburgh Ameri- 
can; Louis Hunter, New Orleans, La.; 
Aaron Davis, Toomsuba, Miss., and 


John Owens, of Ripley, Calif.

OFF FOR HAWAII, 


If all has gone well, the Army transport air- 
plane bearing Lieuts. Lester J. Maitland and 
Albert Hegenberger should be this morning

Not many weeks ago the public would 
have been following an undertaking of this 
sort with apprehension, fearful lest the diffi- 
culties which beset the path of long-distance 
fillers would prove insurmountable. With the

The difficult part of flying to Hawaii lies not 


of nature, such as fog, sleet and storm, which 
may be encountered,’ but in the relatively smal] 
size of the objective. The islands comprising 
Hawaii lie within an area but 317 miles wide. 
Even slight miscalculation in navigation might 
cause the plane to fly wide of its mark. The 
Army transport, however, carries the most 
modern navigating equipment including, be- 
sides magnetic and earth inductor compasses, 
facilities for checking its direction by radio. 
There is little reason to fear that its navigator 
will miss his mark, 

Over a 2,400-mile stretch of the Pacific 
Ocean, the longest all-water flight ever at- 
tempted, Maitland and Hegenberger, pioneers 
no less than Lindbergh, are winging their way. 
Their flight, forerunner of an air line between 
the United States and the Far East, is of com- 
mercial importance equal to that of the trans- 
atlantic fliers. It is unfortunate that no 
Le Bourget lies at its end, for when Maitland 
and Hegenberger drop their machine gently 
back to earth in the Paradise of the Pacific, 
they will deserve the most tumultuous recep- 
tion. 


IRON AND STEEL. 


As a rule, the production and sales of Ameri- 
can iron and steel products are gauges of gen- 
eral industrial conditions. The progress of 
this important American industry is shown in 
the value of the total production over a given 
period. In 1914 the total value of all Ameri- 
can iron and stee] products was approximately 
$2,137,628,000; in 1919 it was approximately 
$5,889,523,000; in 1925 it was approximately 
$6,461,668,000. While the figures for 1926 
are not available, the production probably 
reached a value of $6,500,000,000. 

The exports of American iron and steel prod- 
ucts in 1926 reached the highest figure since 
1921. The total exports of iron and steel prod- 
ucts in 1926 (calendar year), were valued at 
$253,175,489, or approximately 2,167,213 
gross tons. The exports were only about 5 per 
cent of the total production. More than 
$6,250,000,000 worth of iron and steel prod- 
ucts made in the United States were used and 
consumed at home. 

These figures are an eloquent comment on 
the unprecedented progress, enterprise and 
consuming power of the American people. 
They are an indication of the progress in build- 
ing, construction and other lines of enter- 
prise, using all sorts of iron and steel products, 
from nails to steel girders and numberless 
machines. 

Canada is easily the principal market for 
American iron and steel products, yet Canada 
last year bought only 833,856 tons, or about 
$83,000,000 worth. Japan was the second 
purchaser, yet that country in 1926 purchased 
only 260,361 tons valued at approximately 
$26,000,000. Mexico, the third principal pur. 
chaser, took 100,837 tons valued at about 
$10,000,000. 

The largest group of iron and steel com- 
modities exported is made up of tubular prod- 
ucts, Next come structural materials, follow- 
ed by railroad materials, then wire products, 
then iron and steel bars and rods. 

The most striking and impressive fact in 
this brief summary is that the United States is 
able to use and consume approximately 95 per 
cent of all the iron and steel products made in 
this country, amounting to more than 60,- 
000,000 tons and valued at more 
$6,500,000,000. 


A WISE CONSOLIDATION. 


No administrative act of the Secretary of 
Agriculture is worthy of more commendation 
than the order which Mr. Jardine has just 
issued fer the transfer of the administration 
of the “Packers and Stockyards Act’ to the 
Bureau of Animal Industry. 

Just why that act, which is so intimateiy 
associated with the live-stock industry, should 
have been considered as ‘‘too deep” for the 
animal industry bureau may never be known. 
But after its enactment six years ago it was 
considered advisable to create a _ separate 
bureau for the administration of that par- 
ticular law.

After six years it has been discovered that. 


in order to carry on the regulatory work in “a 
more orderly and logical manner and with 
more efficiency and economy” it is advisable 
to amend the title of the Bureau of Anima] 
Industry by adding thereto the words “and 
Packers and Stockyards Administration.” In 
view of the fact chat the division of the de- 
partment heretofore known by the old title 
nas for years been charged with the adminis- 
tration of all other laws relating to the live- 
cock industry, including the “Virus Serum 
Act,” “Tuberculosis Eradication Act,” ‘Tick 
Eradication Law,” “‘Twenty-eight Hour Law,” 
and ‘Animal Quarantine Law,” it will be seen 
that Secretary Jardine has not, by his latest 
order, placed unnecessary burdens on the 
bureau, which has been of such benefit alike 
to the producers and consumers of meat prod- 
ucts since it was created when the Agricultural 
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dustry, “it has been only voluntary.” ‘The re- 
organization makes the relationship something 
more, and will without doubt lead not only to 
a better and more adequate enforcement of 
the law, but will serve to eliminate the causes 
of friction that have risen between the stock- 
yards and the department. 


PAYING THE CHECK. 


The Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States calls attention to the fact that the check 
system of paying employes is becoming in- 


creasingly popular throughout the country. 
Large firms have adopted it for several reasons, 
chief among which is the fact that check pay- 
ments remove the danger of pay-roll robbery, 
at the same time encouraging employes to 
open bank accounts. With minor exceptions, 
no objection is made to a check system by the 
wage earners themselves. 

Paying salaries by check should be the rule 
rather than the exception, yet it is difficult to 
break away from a tradition as old and well- 
established as the pay envelope. The wage 
earner likes to have the feel of money in his 
pocket, a sensation which a check can not

many lives every year, 

Of equal importance is the fact that the 
wage earner, presented with a check in pay- 
ment for his services, is almost inevitably 
brought within the doors of the bank. Possibly 
at first he will not open an account, utilizing 
the services of the bank only to trade his 
check for currency. The transaction, however, 
establishes business relations between the bank 
cashier and the worker, and in due time the

to open an account. Thus the fundamental 
principles of thrift may be inculcated.,

The most interesting, if not the most impor- 
tant item is that in the: number of “pigs 
saved” Vermont, the native State of President 
Coolidge, has forged ahead into first place; for 
whereas the total average of “pigs saved’’ for 
the United States in the spring*of 1927 is 5.58, 
and the average for the North Atlantic States 
is 6.60, the average for Vermont is 7.5; which 
thus has achieved the proud distinction of 
being the one State of the Union which knows 
best how to conserve the little squealers from 
the ills and dangers of infancy. 

This information, aside from its purely com- 
mercial aspect, is of interest as showing con- 
clusively that while the corn-belt States may 
have mother pigs which, in the aggregate, pro- 
duce more little piggies than do the pigs of 
New England, those mother pigs are not as 
careful in thé bringing up of their offspring a 
are the pig mothers of New England, and net 
Vermont leads the Nation in thrift and econ- 
omy as applied to pig hygiene.

land, April 24, 1890. He attended the 
public schools of Cleveland, and after 
his graduation from the Central High 
School of that city in 1906, enlisted 
in the Navy. 

The year following he was a member 
of the crew of one of the ships of the 


United States fleet which sailed from 
Hampton Roads under command of 
“Bob” Evans for a world cruise. In 
1910 he was with the Atlantic fleet 
when it made the European cruise. 


Prominent in Athletics. 


During his long service in the Navy, 
Lieut. Noville has been active in many 
athletic programs of the service. He 
was a member of the champion football 
team of the Navy in 1913 and 1914. 
He also participated in track events and 
is a former broad jump ehampion of 
the United States Navy. Lieut. Noville 
also pulled an oar in many Navy races. 

In 1912 Noville was assigned to duty 
on the U. S. S. Virginia when she was 
ordered to particiate in the occupation 
of Vera Cruz. 

The following four years Lieut. No- 
ville had numerous experiences in naval 
activities. In 1916 he was sent by the 
Navy Department to Columbia Univer- 
sity, where he took a eourse in aero- 
nautical engineering. At the completion 
of a special course at Columbia he was 
commissioned in naval aviation in 1927. 

Upon the entrance of the United 
States into the World War, Lieut. No- 
ville went overseas and was stationed 
at the naval air station at Pauillac, 
France. Noville did his war training 
at Pensacola and San Diego. 

From the naval air station at Pauillac 
Lieut. Noville was assigned to air duty 
on the Italian front. He joined the 
Esquadrille Candiana, one of the most 
active fighting esquadrilles which the 
United States Navy operated as. inde- 
pendent units under advice of the Ital- 
jan high command on the Austrian 
front. The Esquadrille Candinana saw 
service all along the Austrian front with 
Pola and Trieste as the principal ob- 
jectives. The esquadrille at various 
times was under the personal super- 
vision of.Gabriel d’Annunzio. 


Returned to Duty. 


In 1920 Noville obtained leave from 
the Navy, but in 1921 he was returned 
to the active duty list and was assigned 
as an inspector of aircraft at the Stout 
Engineering Laboratories in Detroit, 
which later became the aviation divi- 
sion of the Ford Motor Co. 

Again in 1922 Lieut. Noville was re- 
turned to the inactive list and entered 
commercial aeronautics. In this capacity 
he was assigned to assist the around 
the world filers, and was placed in 
charge of the Labrador sector. During 
his aviation career in the Navy he 
became an expert in aviation motors, 
and also gained a wide knowledge: con- 
cerning aviation motor fuel. He also 
is an experienced radio operator and 
will operate the radio on board the 
America when he is not taking his 
turn at the controls of the Fokker 
monoplane during its cross seas flight. 

Lieut. Noville has been a life long 
friend of Commander Byrd. When 
Byrd began planning his polar flight 
he requested Lieut. Noville to join his 
expedition. Lieut. Noville journeyed to 
Kings Bay and was in command of the 
Spitzbergen base. He was one of the 
first men to greet Commander Byrd 
upon his return to the base after his 
successful flight across the North Pole. 

When Commander Byrd was placed in 
charge of the Rodman Wanamaker ex- 
pedition to fly a plane across the At- 
lantic, one of the first men whom Com- 
mander Byrd called to his aid was Lieut.

Paris, June 28 (By A. P.).—Lucien 
Muratore, operatic tenor, and his wife, 
the former Lina Cavalieri, have ap- 
plied to the Paris courts for a divorce. 


Lina Cavalieri and Lucien Muratore, 
soprano and tenor, were married in 
France in 1914. Reports were heard in 
Paris last month of a possible divorce. 

Mme. Cavalieri was first married in 
1910 to “Sheriff Bob” Chanler, the 
union ending in a divorce two years 
later when Chanler was said to have 
made over a large part of his fortune to 
the singer. 

This led to a telegram widely quoted, 
on and off the stage, “Who’s looney 
now?” to Chanler from his brother, 
John Armstrong Chaloner, who changed 
his name following a difference with 
members of his family as to the sanity 
of Chaloner, nee Chanler. Chaloner 
established a residence in Virginia and 
he was declared sane in that State after 
he had escaped from a New York in- 
stitution where he was held as insane. 

Lina Cavalieri was famed for her 
beauty as well as her voice and was 
often called the “most beautiful singer.” 
Following her marriage to Muratore she 
followed him into army service and be- 
came a nurse in a military hospital at 
Rome. 

Muratore sang with Mary Garden in 
the Chicago Opera Company, but in 
1922 there was a clash of temperament 
between the two artists and Muratore 
announced that unless Miss Garden re- 
signed as director he would not sign a 
contract to sing the next year.

Description of Stations. 


The stations were started at the be- 
ginning of the flight of the plane, 
which carries two of the latest type of 
Signal Corps receivers, one an eight- 
tube superheterodyne and the other @ 
new four-tube circuit embodying latest 
improvements in selectivity and radio 
frequency amplification. 

All equipment for obtaining direc- 
tional characteristics is associated with 
the transmitter at the ground station, 
so that no special equipment is re- 
quired for reception of beacon signals 
other than the standard aircraft re- 
ceiver, which is part of the radio equip- 
ment used for two-way communica- 
tion between aircraft or between air- 
craft and ground stations. 

During the World War, it was ex- 
plained by aircraft officials yesterday, 
radio was used to some extent for aid- 
ing aerial navigation by both the Allies 
and the Germans, the former using 
loops for receiving for the larger-type 
airplanes, two methods being employed. 
One made use of rotating coil mount- 
ed inside the fuselage, and signals were 
picked up from known ground traismit- 
ting stations. Bearings of these sta- 
tions were recorded and approximate 
location of the plane could be com- 
puted by triangulation. The other 
method made use of two fixed coils, 
one formed in, the plane on the line 
of flight and the other at right angles 
to it, both of them utilizing special 
receiving equipment which required 
services of specially trained operators 
and navigators. 


Weight Is Vital Factor. 


This equipment would be inadvisable 
for use, however, either on smaller 
craft, where the pilot would be re- 
quired to operate the radio set, or in 
large aircraft, such as the plane of the 
present flight, so heavily loaded as to 
preclude carrying heavy and compll- 
cated radio apparatus and an additional 
2-1 to0r. 

To cope with this situation, the 
present system <f directional transmis<¢ 
sion was devised by the materiel di- 
vision so as to eliminate necessity of 
special receiving equipment on the 
plane and simplifying installation and 
operation of equipment. 

The radio beacon stations at Crissy 
Field and Paia were erected in the last 
two months and are similar to the sta- 
tion at Wright Field, Ohio. The an- 
tenna consists of two triangular loops 
erected at right angles to each other, 
the loops being 72 feet high, and hav- 
ing a base of 300 feet long. 

This type of station is. capable of 
transmitting signals along any desired 
compass bearing by means of a radio 
goniometer connected to the large out- 
side loops, the goniometer being a 
coupling device used for obtaining 
proper current relationship on each 
loop, by means of which the resultant 
field may be shifted at will and any 
radio transmitting set, such as used 
for broadcasting, may be used for 
transmitting beacon signals. 


Constant Communication. 


In fiying their course, it will be nec- 
essary only for Lieut. Hegenberger, op- 
€rator and navigator, to tune in on 
beacon wave length of 1,030 meters and 
keep the plane headed in the course 
on which the Morse letter “T’ is heard 
at about three-second intervals. If the 
course should deviate to the north, the 
letter “N” will be heard, and if south, 
the letter A. 

The width of the course on which 
the T signals are heard will broaden 
at the rate of about 114 miles a hun- 
dred, making the maximum width of 
the San Francisco station 15 miles in 
midpacific, at which time the operator 
will listen to the Hawaiian station 
whose beam will converge to that point 
at the same rate, enabling the. plane 
to arrive directly over that station.

The greatest single achievement in 
fene career of Commander Richard 
Evelyn Byrd, U. 8S. N., who heads the 
America Trans-Oceanic Expedition 
across the Atlantic, was made on the 
morning of May 6, 1926, when he flew 
an airplane to the North Pole and re- 
‘mrned to his base at Spitzbergen. 

This crowning achievement followed 
® long career in naval aviation in 
which Commander Byrd has won fame 
as a developer of air navigation in- 
struments now in use in all parts of 
the world. For his crowning achieve- 
ment in flying ecross the North Pole 
he was awarded the Congressional 
medal of honor which was presented to 
him by President Coolidge. This same 
Wonor also was conferred upon Floyd 
Bennett, who was Commander Byrd's 
associate on the polar flight and who 
Was to have accompanied him on the | 
New York to Paris air voyage. 

Few naval officers have won the sig- 
mal honors from their superiors that) 
have been conferred upon Commander 
Byrd. In a committee report submit- 
ted to Congress June 5, 1924, when he 
was recommended for promotion, 
22 detailed reports of fitness were 
mentioned. High officials of the Navy 
@ere unanimous in giving him the 
highest mark that could be made of 
“superior or above the great majority 
of officers.” He was cited for conduct, 
courtesy, devotion to duty, education, 
force, industry, leadership, initiative, 
judgment, justice, patience, physical 
energy and endurance, reliability, self- 
control, subordination and discipline 
and loyalty of subordinates. 


Has Had Many Citations. 


Commander Byrd’s record at that} 
time showed seventeen citations for) 
service performed over and above the | 
call to duty. Four of these were for 
bravery,. two of which were for ex- 
traordinary heroism in saving lives. 
'The report also described him as hav- 

ng been “invaluable to aviation and 
the naval service generally.” 

Commander Byrd was born in Win- 
chester, Va., October 25, 1888. He is 
@ member of a famous Virginia family 
long identified with the history and 
development of that State. His brother, 
Harry, is now governor of Virginia, 
while another brother, Thomas, is one 
of the best known lawyers in Virginia. 
The tigee brothers are popularly known 

“Tom, Dick and Harry,” and together 
are undoubtedly the heroes of Virginia. 
The inspiration to become an aviator 
laid upon Byrd early in his life, but in- 
stead of becoming enslaved, he so con- 
trolled and directed himself that one cf 
his two greatest ambitions has already 
been achieved, an airplane expedition 
to the North Pole. 

When but a lad of 12, Commander 
Byrd wanted to make a trip around the 
world by himself and his arguments to 

is mother, at first unwilling to grant 
hermission, proved successful. Starting 
from Richmond, Va., a city founded by 
his forefathers, Byrd went to San Fran- 
cisco, where he caught a steamer for 
the Philippines. Then he traveled on 
coasting vessels from one Asiatic port 
to another, touching almost every coun- 
try in the civilized world. After the 
European journey he crossed on a liner 
to New York, where as the youngest un- 
escorted globe trotter in the world ho 
was interviewed by no less than fifteen 

porters. 

There were tales of Arctic explora- 
tions to excite his interest, and when 
15 years old he decided to make 
an effort to discover the North Pole. 
Four years later, however, the youth, 
while then a student at the Naval 
Academy, received a hard blow—Peary 
reached the North Pole. 


Refused to Give Up. 


Undismayed, Byrd refused to give up 
his hopes to explore the Arctic. To the 
audacity, self-reliance and _ sporting 
spirit which marked his trip around 
the world, he added science, technical 
skill, experience and important service 
to his country, which fitted him for the 
self-appointed task. The result was 
that on Sunday, midnight, May 6, 1926, 
the world was thrilled when through 
the air came the impatiently awaited 
flash that a young American naval of- 
ficer had crossed the pole. 

After going through the Navy routine 
as an ensign, Byrd's interest in aviation 
caused him to transfer to the Naval Air 
Service. With the purpose of connect- 
ing himself with air expeditions in 
which he expected the Navy to engage, 


: 


he began making a technical study of | 


flight and instruments for air naviga- 

tion. 

His inventions revolutionized § air 
navigation. One of these was the so- 
called “bubble sextant,” which enables 
fliers to obtain an artificial horizon and 
to calculate positions while in flight. 
Another was the sun compass and the 
third a drift indicator. These three in- 
struments developed to their present 
state of efficiency will be used by Com- 
mander Byrd during the America’s 
flight to Paris. 

As a result of these and other ac- 
tomplishments, Byrd, in 1919, was as- 
signed to the duty of developing navi- 
gational methods and providing equip- 
ment for the stccessful transatlantic 
flight of the NC-3.

The food supply which Commander |

plane America differs in several respects 
from the rations carried in the other 
attempts and flights across the Atlantic, 
Pemmican is to be the main part of 
the ration on which the members of 
the America flight personnel will exist 
during their cross seas flight. It was 
selected by Commander Byrd as offering 
the best balanced ration. 
“That’s a trick,” Commander Byrd 
said before the takeoff, “which I learned 
on my polar flight.” 
The remainder of the food supply | 
consists of pilot bread, chocolate bars, | 
malted milk, citrus fruit and distilled | 
water. The malted milk is provided in| 
lunch tablet form. Pilot bread by a | 
more popular name is known as “hard 
tack.” This is an emergency ration, 
the basis of which its wheat flour. The' 
chocolate, unsweetened, is a regulation | 
ration of the United States Army. It | 
is not sweetened in order that in its 
consumption it will not create an un-| 
necessary thirst. 
Citrus fruit such as oranges and 
lemons will be taken because of their 
thirst-quenching qualities and as a 
disease preventive in case the America 


is forced down at sea.

“We must not do anything to hurt 
aviation,” he said. “Our expedition 
must be thoroughly scientific, both 
from a navigation and safety stand- 
point.

Fine Type of Gentleman. 


In addition to being a national hero 
and one of the world’s foremost air ex- 
plorers, Commander Byrd is a fine type 
of the Virginia gentleman. Under the 
greatest strain and under the most in- 
tense excitement he maintains the 
same unruffled composure which would 
ordinarily mark a moment of play.

Although he has been in this country, 


less than two years, Lieutenant Bernt 
Balchen has already earned a national 
reputation as a skillful pilot of heavy 
ships and an able bad weather filer. 
He is also a good navigator trained in 
the rigid naval academy of Norway. 

Balchen will be 28 years old next Oc- 
tober. He was born at Tviet Hopedale, 
Norway, the son of a well-known sur- 
geon. After attending the public 
schools he entered the army when he 
was 18 years old. He stayed in that 
branch of his country’s service for two 
years. Resigning from the army in 
1920, he matriculated at the Norwegian 
Naval School at Horten as a cadet, spe- 
clalizing in engineering and surveying 
and aviation. He was graduated from 
Horten in 
lieutenant in the Norwegian navy. 

A year later he was'in charge of one 
of three parties which were sent in 
search of Amundsen and Ellsworth and 
remained in the Arctic until they were 
found. Through his acquaintance with 
Amundsen, made at that time, he was 
sought by the explorer to aid him in 
the Norge expedition. The navy al- 


| lowed him a leave of absence for this 


special duty. While engaged in prepa- 
ration for the Amundsen-Ellsworth ex- 
pedition, at Kings Bay, he mét Com- 
mander Byrd. | 


Balchen’s Aid Saved the Day. 


When Byrd and Bennett began to 
have difficulty in getting their heavily 
loaded ship off the ground it was 
Balchen’s suggestions and advice on 
which they acted. Balchen helped them 
rebuild and prepare their skiis, which 
were used instead of wheels. It has 
been said that, without the aid of the 
young Norwegian naval lieutenant, the 
Byrd expedition to the Pole might have 
failed then and there. 

Balchen returned to America with 
Commander Byrd and flew the Jose- 
phine Ford all over the country. His 
great ability to handle heavy ships and 
to fly them in all sorts of weather, es- 
pecially fog, was illustrated on that 
tour, at the close of which he accepted 
a position as engineer and test pilot 
with the Atlantic Air Craft Co., An- 
thony Fokker’s concern in this coun- 
try. He stayed at the factory but little. 

Last winter he was picked out of a 
score of flyers as the best adapted for 
dangerous ‘’ork in the air in northern 
Canada. He flew from Fort Churchill, 
Hudson Bay, to isolated mining camps 
and Indian villages where landing fields 
were unknown, in the severest weather, 
flying in all more than 15,000 miles. 
He carried many thousands of pounds 
of ammunition, dynamite, medicines 
and other materials in a few weeks to 
points where they were urgently needed, 
making’ journeys in a day or two that 
would have taken men and dogs 
months.

America Heaviest Plane 
To Attempt Ocean Flight 


The America is the heaviest plane 
which ever attempted to fly the At- 
lantic. Loaded at the take-off it 
weighed more than 7 tons. 

The plane, light, weighs only 5,940 
pounds. The heaviest item in the 
“useful load” is the gasoline supply 
of 1,233 gallons, having a weight of 
7,400 pounds. The total crew weight 
is 590 pounds. The oil supply 
weighs 460 pounds; the radio equip- 
ment .140, and the food 40 pounds.

Balchen’s particular interest, like 
Commander Byrd's, is in Arctic and 
Antarctic exploration. He has already 
been selected by Commander Byrd as 
one of the fliers and navigators who 
will accompany him on his exploration 
next year in the South Polar regions. 

Balchen is not married. His father 
died when he was about 10 years old. 
He has two sisters, Marie, 27, and Dagny, 
24, who are Red Cross nurses. His 
mother, who has married a second time, 
is Mrs. D. Adelbert, with a home at 
Oslo.

Bertrand Acosta, pilot of the Byrd 
|expedition, is a tall, dark-skinned man 
,Of Spanish descent, who has devoted 
‘his life to two things—speed in the 
| air and on land, and the development of 
aircraft. While Byrd and Noville are 
staking their lives as explorers in a 
methodical, careful attempt to cross 
the sea, those who know Acosta see 
more of the dare-devil motive in his 
| presence in the expedition. 

| Yet Acosta, unquestionably one of 
| the best pilots in the United States, has 
more in his make-up than fearless love 
for adventure. Acosta combines an al- 
most reckless disregard for safety with 
a steadiness of mind and body. 


Auto Racer in Spare Time. 


This man, who has spent his spare 
|moments racing automobiles, is recog- 
nized to be one of the most expert 


vanced his reputation recently when 
he and Clarence D. Chamberlin, pilot of 
the Bellanca monoplane Columbia, re- 
mained in the air 51 hours 11 minutes 
and 20 seconds, establshing the world 
record for endurance flithts. 

Though he and Chamberlin shared 
honors equally in establishing the rec- 


Bellanca when it was decided to select 
a navigator for the Columbia’s trans- 
atlantic hop. Acosta very gallantly ex- 
|plained that he was heavier than Cham- 
berlin. 

About two weeks later Byrd cast 
about for a pilot to take the place of 
Floyd Bennett, who had been injured 
in the crash of the America near Teter- 
boro, N. J., on a test flight. He de- 
cided that Acosta was the man to pilot 
the America. 


A Native of California. 


Acosta was born January 1, 1895, in 
San Diego. Calif. He attended the local 
public school and the Throop Poly- 
technic Institute of Pasadena, where 
he studied engineernig for three years. 
Several years before Acosta attended 
the technical school he became inter- 
ested in aviation. His interest was 
mechanical. He wanted to Know all 
he could about engines and machinery. 
Whirlwind engines were especially in- 
teresting. In 1910 Acosta took to the 
air for the first time. He went up to 
do research work. He came down 
with a feeling he described recently to 
reporters at Roosevelt Field: 


“There was a great personal thrill 
in that experience, and thereafter I 
flew not only to advance my research 
work but for the sensation.” 


Trained Canadian Aviators. 


The man now embarked on the great- 
est thrill of his life showed such pro- 
ficlency as a flyer and such an expert 
knowledge of aviation problems that 
in 1913 the Canadian Government in- 
vited him to become its chief instructor 
in aviation. Acosta remained at this 
post in Toronto until 1917. He taught 
scores of young Canadians how ‘to fly, 
but Acosta himself did not join the 
Canadian Army. x 

In 1917 Acosta came back to the 
States to enlist in the United States 
Army. He served until 1920 as a di- 
rector of flying and testing in the Air 
Service under Col. E. J. Hall and 
Col. J. G. Vincent in Buffalo and in 
Dayton, Ohio. 

In 1918 Acosta got a commission as 
captain He did brilliant things in the 
Army. In 1921 he went to Omaha, 
Nebr., for the Pulitzer races and bagged 
the speed cup, establishing a world 
record at that time of 176.5 miles an 
hour. 

Quit Army; Joined Navy. 


In 1922 Congress became interested 
in the Navy’s aviation program. Until 
that year, when appropriations were 
made to advance the program, the Navy 
had been considered backward in re- 
spect to matters of the air. When 
Acosta saw that Congress had enabled 
the Navy to advance its program he 
resigned from the Army and joined the 
naval forces as a lieutenant, serving in 
the Navy until 1926. 

At various times in his career Acosta 
has served as consulting engineer with 
some of the leading aircraft corpora- 
tions in the United States. His rec- 
cords in the alr are numerous. One was 
a flight from Omaha to Philadelphia, 
a distance of 1,220 miles, in 11 hours 
and 20 minutes. Acosta established 
the altitude record at one time by 
climbing 22,500 feet in a plane. The 
remarkable feature of the stunt was 
that he did it without taking oxygen 
along. 

The pilot has a home in New York. 
His parents are dead. He is married 
and has two children, Bertrand 2d, who 
is 4144 years old, and Allyn Lee, 3.

The America is a three-motored 
|Fokker monoplane, the largest ship 
ever to attempt a transatlantic flight. 
It is a cabin plane in which many un- 
usual features of construction have 
been incorporated. Its designer is 
Anthony Fokker, the  worid-famed 
Dutch airplane builder. 

The outstanding feature design 
peculiar to the Fokker plane is the 
wing. Through a secret method of 
internal trussing, the wing has none 
of the usual struts which are present 
in other types of monoplanes. 

The fuselage of the plane and its 
large rear fiying surfaces are silver- 
white, while the. wings are a bronze 
color, The particular marking is the 
red spot encircled: by a star, the de 
signation used in the war.on United 
States Army planes. 


More Than 48 Feet Long. 


The America has an 
of 71 feet 2% inches, an overall 
length of 48 feet and 4 inches, an 
overall height of 12 feet and 6 inclhics. 
The weight of the plane empty is 5,000 
pounds and fully loaded 14,600 pounds. 
It has been estimated that the plane 
can carry enough fuel for a duration 
flight of 55 hours and has a range of 
4,220 miles. If this estimate is true, 
it should be possible for this plane to 
better the world’s endurance record of 
51 hours which is now held by the 
Bellanca monoplane which has flown 
to Germany by Clarence Chamberlin. 

The plane is powered with three of 
the famous Wright “Whirlwind” 200- 
horsepower J-5 air-cooled engines, of 
the type similar to those used in the 
successful cross-sea flight of Chamber- 
lin and Col. Charles A. Lindbergh. 

For the first time in the history of 
monoplane construction an ingenious 
catwalk has been built into the plane 
so that .the assistant pilot can get out 
of his cockpit and examine either one 
of the motors on the wing sections

The cabin of the plane is divided into 
two parts. In the front part the pilot 
and the flight officer rides. In the rear 
compartment surrounded with charts 
and instruments of all descriptions the 
navigating officer and commander is 
seated. An efficient system of signal- 
ing is used in communicating between 
the two compartments, and this system 
of communication includes an ingeni- 
ous message-carrying device which con- 
sists of clips which travel on a pulley 
and to which written messages can be 
attached. 

The huge main gasoline tank has a 
capacity of 800 gallons of gasoline. [ts 
‘full load of 6,850 pounds can be drop- 
ped by the pulling of a release valve. 
Should the plane be forced to descend 
on the water the valve cord could be 
pulled and the gasoline load jettisoned 
in 57 seconds.

It has affected each of us in the 
same way. Commander Byrd, always 
calm, has seemed detached and far 
away. Bert Acosta, always ready to 
crack a joke, has been serious and 
thoughtful. 

But all will be changed the minute 
we take the air. To be on the way at 
last—what a relief. 

Acosta will become his real self again, 
lively and happy. The quiet voice of 
Commander Byrd will be “the voice 
with a smile” when he phones from his 
cabin just back of us. And Balchen, 
who has just joined our crew, has been 
like a schoolboy on a picnic since he 
learned he was to go with us. We will 
be a happy party. 

As soon as we are well off the ground 
we shall head straight for St. Johns, 
Newfoundland, then across the sea to 
Valencia Island, Ireland, and on across 
a tip of England to Paris. 


Joke to Salute Herrick. 


It would be a good sport to drop 
down out of the sky to salute my old 
friend Ambassador Herrick, who is on 
a ship bound from France to America.

Aithough Bert will do most of the 
piloting, each of us will take a relief 
turn. The ship is equipped with dual 
controls, so that whoever sits beside 
Acosta can guide the ship without 
shifting his seat. Balchen, who proved 
his merit on Commander Byrd’s North 
chs Ay ms ee can take turns at any 

on. 

My time, ordinarily, will. be occupied

It seems a danger- 
ous position in midair, but it really is 
not. 

Fuel Cans to Empty. 


At. the beginning of the trip there 
will be 28 5-gallon cans of gasoline 
which must be pumped with a hand 
pump as the tank supply is consumed 
by the heavy load. As each can is 
emptied it will be tossed overboard, so 
that we shall leave a trail from Roose- 
velt Field to Boston. Look out below! 

We shall have ample food—sand- 
wiches and coffee besides our emergency 
rations—and we expect to eat our 
meals regularly. Also each of us will be 
able to snatch a little sleep in turn. 
So, it won’t be a bad trip at all. 

Of course we are confident of suc- 
cess, although, as all airmen, we are 
fatalists. In my pockets are various 
“lucky pieces” sent me by people all 
over the country. One is said to be a 
piece of the original American flag. 

Commander Byrd has provided for 
every possible emergency. Our radio will 
ceep us in constant touch with ship or 
shore, and it will send out signals auto- 
matically even when it is untouched by 
human hand. We have two rubber life 
rafts with a tube of compressed air to 
blow them up, also life jackets which 
will keep us afloat should we be unable 
to use the rafts. If we are forced down 
at sea we shall be able to make our 
exit through the opening at the top 
of the great wing. 

If we must come down to the sea 
we shall have plenty of time to make 
preparations for a getaway, for even in 
the unimaginable emergency of all 
engines going dead we shall be able to 
glide for quite a while. And with just 
One engine operating we should be able 
to: maintain ourselves in the air for 
some time even with a heavy load. 
For this reason we decided not to take 
parachutes, although we had originally 


So our transatlantic journey is really 
not a very hazardous undertaking. In 
fact, one of our objects is to show the 
safety of transoceanic air travel And 
we Nave taken every known precaution 
to insure a successful passage. 

Commander Byrd’s purpose is to make 
scientific observations to determine the 
factors of ocean flying. We shall seek 
the swiftest and surest air lane from 
America to Europe. For instance, it 
is known that wind velocity and di- 
rections change at various altitudes. 
We want to find out the how and why 
of the change, so we shall survey dif- 
ferent altitudes and seek the position 


most favorable for our journey. Trans- 
atlantic and all flying will be consid- 
erably simplified when the actions of 
winds and the reasons for their actions 
are known, This investigation may 
even show us how to take advantage 
of a storm to carry us toward our goal.

WORK TOWARD ATLANTIC 
TRIP DELAYED BY WAR 


Venture for Cause of Science 
and World Peace, Spon- 
sor Declares. 


_ —— 


Thirteen years of preparation lie be- 
hind the Rodman Wanamaker expedi- 
tion to project an airplane in continu- 
ous flight from New York to Paris. 

The America Transoceanic Co., the 
business organization which carried 
through the preparations for this lat- 
est overseas hop, is not a new company. 
It was founded in 1914 by Mr. Wana- 
maker for the purpose of attempting to 
join the United States and Europe by 
an air voyage. 

In the intervening time the an- 
nouncement of plans by others having 
the same objective. and finally, the suc- 
cessful accomplishinent of two of the 
Charles A. Lind- 
bergh, and second by Clarence Cham- 
berlin and Charies A. Levine, in no 
way concerned the backers of the Byrd 
flight. From the first it was announced 
that this effort to span the Atlantic 
would in no way be concerned with a

Incorporated in 


It was in 1916 that America 


| Transoceanic Co. was incorporated and 


since has functioned, its objective al- 
ways belng a transoceanic flight. At 
the time of the incorporation it was 
announced that the purpose of the ex- 
pedition was wholly scientific, the ob- 
jective being to demonstrate that an 
air voyage between New York and 
Paris is practicable and at the same 
time to promote friendly international 
relations. 

But in February of 1914, long before 
the incorporation of the company, well 
formulated plans had been made to 
cross the Atlantic in an heavier-than- 
air machine. At that time a Curtiss 
plane was constructed for the purpose. 
Lieut. John Cyril Forte was selected to 
pilot the plane. Unavoidable delays 
occurred and the specially built plane 
was turned over to the Government. 

The story behind Commander Byrd's 
attempt to cross the Atlantic in a plane 
is to be found in the files of the Aero 
Club of America. It is in the form of 
a letter addressed by Mr. Wanamaker 
to the club. In this letter Mr. Wana- 
maker said: 


For Peace and Science. 


“In the cause of science and in the 
interest of world peace I have the honor 
to amnounce first of all to the Aero 
Club of America my intention to make 
a scientific test of aeronautic power 
by attempting to show that a crossing 
of the Atlantic Ocean in one flight is 
possible.” 

After this announcement of inten- 
tions the letter continued With a de- 
tailed account of the preparations 
which had been made wp to that time. 

The war disrupted most of these 


| plans, and it was not until after the

been | armistice that the work of the America 


Transoceanic Co. was resumed. The 
work of preparing for the flight was 
carried on secretly, and the personnel 
for the flight selected without any 
public announcement being made. It 
was not until the plans of others am- 
bitious to be the first to cross the At- 
lantic became known that people re- 
called Mr. Wannamaker’s interrupted 
efforts. Inquiries concerning his plan 
then revealed that the work of pre- 
paring the expedition hed been going 
forward quietly since 1918. 


Work Started on Piane. 
At the factory of the Atlantic Air- 
craft Corporation at Hasbrouck Heights,

After this announcement hangars on 
Rooseveit Field, L. I., were acquired 
ang the construction of tie Fokker 
monopiane at Hasbircuck Heights com- 
pleted. The personnel for the overseas 
flight at that timc was announced as 
Commander Richard E. Byrd, in charge: 
Lieut. George O. Noville and Warrant 
Officer Floyd Bennett, all of the Unitcd 
States Navy. 

But the America 
ous accident during a _ factcry 
flight at Hasbrouck Heights on the 
afternoon of April 16. Bennett, who 
was riding as a passenger at the time, 
was so serlousiy injured that it was 
necessary to repiace him by Bert 
Acosta, civilian pilot, who a few weeks 
before had esiabiished jointly the 
world’s record for sustained fiying with 
Clarence Chamberlin. 

The America was reconstructed 
and was turned over to the Trans- 
oceanic Co. It was flown to Rooseveit 
Field the same day that Col. Lindbergh 
arrived from the West, unknown and 
unheralded, in his monoplane, the 
Spirit of St. Louis. 

The America was nearly ready to 
take off on its long-pianned flight 
when the French fliers, Nungesser and 
Coli, were lost. Out of respect for the 
grief of the French people, Mr. Wana- 
maker .announced that until some 
definite word of the actual fate of the 
French fliers was known, the America 
would not fly. 

Mr. Wanamaker, ai the same time, 
offered a reward of $25,000 for any in- 
formation which would lead definitely 
to the establishment of facts as to 
what actually happened to Nungesser 
and Coli. 

Later, when Col. Lindbergh succecss- 
fully made the crossing of the Atlantic, 
Commander Byrd said that the Amer-

QUESTIONS ANSWERED 


EAR Viola Paris: Although I spend 
D a great deal of time and money 
in caring for my face, my skin re- 
mains coarse and chapped. It is espe- 
cially noticable around the mouth, and 
at times makes my mouth seem very 
dark—in fact, dirty. What can I do to 
overcome this unpleasant condition? 
A. E, M. 
Answer—It is not necessary to spend 
a great deal of money and time on the 
care of the face—particularly without 
getting results. A simple routine, 60 
long as it is sensible and regular—is 


all that is needed, Cleanliness is the 
basis of it. And besides a pure soap 
and fresh water, a few standard prepa- 
rations of recognized quality are a help. 
Try cleansing your face—paying spe- 
cial attention to the mouth and sur- 
rounding skin—with a cleamsing lotion 
and clean absorbent cotton. Go over 
the skin twice to make sure that every 
bit of grime has been removed. At 
night rub a little camphor ice around 
the mouth. In the morning use the 
lotion again, and dash an abundance 
of cold water on the face. A little lo- 
tion or a liquid cream may be put on 
before powdering to protect the skin 
from chapping. Renew your make-up 
when needed. 


Dear Viola Paris: Is it harmful to use 
on the face glycerine and rose water to- 
gether with a few drops of carbolic 
acid? I am 18 years of age and weigh 
2*O pounds; my height is 5 feet & 
inches. How can I reduce? Is walking 
essential to reducing? LLY. 

Answer—Such a mixture would not 
be actually harmful, although there are 
some skins with which glycerine does 
not agree. However, I should consider 
a standard lotion from a reputable spe- 
cialist much better, and I also do not 
think it wise for you to be handling 
carbolic acid. Yes, you are decidedly 
overweight. Try to adopt some com- 
monsense measures to lose gradually. 
You can give up sweets, white bread, 
butter cream, sauces, desserts, potatoes,

Eat bulky foods, including 
fresh fruits and vegetables. Drink 
plenty of water between meals, but not 
at meals. And exercise vigorously every 
day. Walking is' not an essential, but 
exercise in some form is certainly very 
necessary. And walking is one of the 
most natural ways to exercise—easy and 
no expense attached. However, walk- 
ing must be done briskly. 


Bright Eyes—For attaining your cor- 
rect weight, see the letter just above. 
You could well lose, gradually, about 
fifteen pounds. At the same time, your 
double chin will disappear. Help it 


along by taking exercises that stretch 
the muscles of the neck. You are mis- 
taken about reducing thick lips. I 
know of no safe way to accomplish 
that. But you can make them less 
conspicuous by not rouging them heav- 
ily and by not letting the lips droop. 


Margaret M.—I do not think you 
made a mistake in preparing the oat- 
meal cream, except that you did not 
let it cook sufficiently long. Naturally. 
the water would not be clear, but the 
oatmeal would if cooked: somewhat 
longer. Then it should be passed 
through a sieve with a spoon, and the 
rose water and glycerine added last.

Worried—If I were you, I would not 
use the method suggested. It might 
make matters worse. 


Jane—The way to conquer pimples 
does not lie in applying some prepara- 
tion that will make them. dry quickly. 
Pimples denote some. poison being ex- 
pelled by the system and the thing to 
do is to remove the cause. Give up 
careless habits of diet and keep the 
skin scrupulously clean.

WHEN YOU STAY WITH 
FRIENDS 


Wie to take, what to wear, how 
to behave, who to tip, are all 
questions asked by young people 
at this time of year when the countfy 
calls them and visiting time arrives. I 
can’t give a definite answer to any in- 
quiry and expect it to cover the dif- 
ferent conditions which each person, 
faces, but I can generalize a little. 

A girl going to visit the family of a 
school or college friend must know 
from intercourse with that friend 
about how her people live. She says 
to her, “Tell me what I shall need. 
What do you do?” And the friend re- 
plies; “Oh, we live a very quiet life, 
as a rule. You might bring a simple 
evening dress, and one nice day-dress 
for Sunday: The rest of the time we 
shall.play tennis and golf, and go 
bathing.” Well then, there’s a ward- 
robe suggested. Or the friend replies, 


“Oh, we are rather gay. We dine out a 
good deak and there are dances at the 
club every week, and you'll see a great 
many people at tennis and the beach. 
Better bring all your evening gowns, 
some pretty day-dresses and your best 
sports clothes.” 

But suppose a girl hasn’t a friend at 
hand to ask. Suppose she is invited to 
stay with strange people. Some boy she 
knows may have got his family to in- 
vite her. What then? First, she doesn’t 
go until she hears from his mother (or 
aunt, or sister, whoever is the head of 
his house); and then she answers the 
invitation promptly, saying that she 
will come with pleasure and that she 
thanks them for thinking of her.

She must be considerate of her 
hostess’s comfort and not keep her 
waiting for meals; nor for the motor, 
if the girl goes out init.

Tipping depends upon special ser- 
vice, and partly upon the particular 
servants who wait upon guests.

John J. O’Connor, manager of the 
finance department of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States, told 
the bankers that New York City had 
accepted $1,000,000 of the debenture 
notes, Chicago, $400,000, and other 
cities in proportion, and that the sub- 
scriptions are practically completed. 

The Flood .Credits Corporation has 
been organized as a holding corpora- 
tion and will issue debenture notes 
bearing 6 per cent interest, eligible for 
acquirement by banks and other cor- 
porate subscribers, up to an amount 
of $1,750,000. With the proceeds of 
the sale of these debentures, the Flood

NEW YORK COTTON. 


New York, June 28 (By A. P.).—The 
cotton market was higher today, 
October contracts selling up to 17.14 
or 32 points above erty closing 
quotation, and closin 2. The 
general market closed very steady at 
net advances of 29 to 32 points. 

The opening was steady at a decline 
of 4 points on July, but generally 1 

to 4 points higher in response to rela- 
tively steady Liverpool cables. The 
first July notices estimated at about 
170,000 bales, brought out near month 
liquidation, accounting for the relative 
weakness of Julv at the start, but it 
soon became apparent there was a good 
demand for the cotton. 

Brokers supposed to be operating for 
trade interests were active buyers of 
July at the initial differences, and as 
soon as early offerings were pag 
the general market turned firmer. 
particular news factor was conneeted 
with the advance, but indications that 
the notices were being very promptly 
stopped, seemed to bring in buyers 
who had previously been holding off 
owing to uncertainty as to the effect 
of the first July tenders. Belief that 
the technical position of the market 
had been improved by the liquidation 
of long accounts and the scale down 
buying of trade interests on recent re- 
actions, also was a factor, and there 
was probably rebuying of recently 
liquidated long contracts, as well as 
covering by shorts. 

July sold up to 16.81, or 34 points 
net higher, while new crop months at 
the best showed net advances of 31 
to 33 points, December selling at 17.33. 
Increased offerings were encountered 
above the 17-cent level for October, 
but they appeared to be very readil

The play-off for the qualification and 
low net prizes was then staged as the 
final of the day’s play and at the end 
of the eighteen holes Houghton and 
Tunstall were again tied, although Pitt 
easily won the low net trophy. It 
was then so dark that a further play- 
off between the two low gross leaders 
Was postponed until the conclusion 
of the tournament next Thursday. 

George J. Voigt, of the Bannockburn 
Club, who led the fleld yesterday by 
two strokes and to whom everybody 
had voted the low gross prize by com- 
mon consent, failed to come through in 
the test of the last day of qualification. 
He was out in 43, 7 strokes over par, 
but when it is stated that he had four 
3-putt greens, and was in five traps 
in the first nine holes, the high figures 
of his outward nine are easily ex- 
plained. 


He was hitting a fine tee shot, 
but his approaches to the green 
which he usually executes with 
perfect skill, were played in er- 
ratic fashion. On the eighth hole, 
for instance, where he had a 
mashie niblick to the green, he 
sliced into a trap and, although he 
was out in 3, he took three putts 
for an indifferent 6. 


Even his homeward journey com- 
menced badly, for on the short tenth 
he hooked his tee shot into a trap, and 
again three-putted the green. Then 
he commenced to play in his real form 
and had pars on every hole, with a 
birdie on: the fifteenth. He missed 
an 8-foot putt on the sixteenth for 
another birdie, and on the seventeenth 
tried to gobble a birdie 3, but overran 
the cup and missed his return putt, 
taking 5 and, although he finished 
with a par 4, his total of 73—80—153 
was two strokes behind the leaders. 

In the meantime, Houghton, better- 
ing his score of yesterday by one stroke, 
had turned in a card of 75, which gave 
his a total of 151 for the 36 holes. 
As he stood on the eighteenth tee he 
had the qualification prize in the hol- 
low of his hand, and when he had 
driven 250 yards on a hole which is 
only 367 yards in length, he might have 
holed out with a birdie 3.

OUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., June 28 (By 

A. P.).—The pick of the country’s 

college crews, primed for a spec- 
tacular climax to the rowing season of 
1927, meet tomorrow on the Hudson 
with the Eastern oarsmen again ar- 
rayed against a formidable challenge 
from the West in all three champion- 
ship races. 

The University of Washington’s hus- 
kies have provided the thrills of the 
Poughkeepsie regatta by winning three 
of the last four varsity races.

Sam Rice Steals Home 
in Fourth, Heading 
Triple Theft.

OSTON, June 28.—The Boston Red 
Sox couldn’t bunch hits off Alvin 
Crowder today because Washing- 

ton’s rookie ‘pitcher allowed the Red 
Sox only two hits, and he won today’s 
game for Washington single-handed— 
with the right hand, which he uces in 
pitching. 

Three of the four runs which Wash- 
ington scored today w:-:> entirely 
superfluous. Crowder pitched to the 
extent, that the Red Sox made no runs 
off their two hits and Washington won 
the game, 4 to 0. 

It was the tenth straight defeat for 
the Red Sox, who are descending to 
rock bottom in the American League 
day by day. The Red Sox were more 
helpless today than they usually are, 
which condition approximates utter 
helplessness. 


Crowder stood out there pitching 
for nine fnnings with an ease that 
was almost ridiculous. He was not 
as wild as usual, walking only 
three players, and the surve balls 


that he pitched were popped high 
in the air for the most part. With 
the exception of. pop flies that they 
caught, the Washington infie!ders 
had a very easy day. 


The Red Sox made one threat. It 
was in the eighth inning, when a single, 
a base on balls and Harris’ error filled 
the bases with two out, but Crowder 
forced Rollings to send up a high fly 
to Reeves to retire the side. 

One Boston player reached third base. 
Two advanced as far as second. Rol- 
lings singled to right field with one out 
in the fourth and Shaner singled to 
left field with one out in the eighth. 
Those two hits constituted the aggre- 
gate of the Red attack. They didn’t 
even make a sacrifice fly. 

Crowder’s methods were simple, but 
effective. For the most part he pitched 
curve balis and then waited for them 
to settle into the waiting gloves of his 
teammates. 


The only two hard hit bails off 
Crowder were the two singles he 
allowed. The Red Scx couldn’t 
seem to connect generally with ‘the 
speed balls that came up to the 
plate and then darted to right or 
left with a peculiar sweep. 


There was one other feature of the 
game. Sam Rice supplied it when he 
stole home in the fourth inning while 
leading two teammates in a triple steal. 
It was a clever theft and Rice was at 
the plate yards ahead of Lundgren’s 
pitch. 

Lundgren started the game for Bos- 
ton and in the six innings he pitched 
he allowed the four Washington runs. 
Lester, Welzer, Wingfield and Russell 
twirled for Boston, but with Crowder 
in command, the game was hopelessly 
lost. 

The tower end of the Washington 
batting order, which had led every 
offensive of the series here, swung into 
action aganist Lundgren in the third 
inning and scored two runs after the 
Boston pitcher had disposed of the 
Nats in the first and second innings. 


Bluege led off with a single to 
center in the third and went to... 
third base on Reeves’ single to left. 
Crowder then doubled cleanly to 
center field, driving in Bluege and 
Reeves. Crowder was out at third 
when McNeely grounded to Myer. 


Washington scored a run in the. 
fourth after two were out, when Sam. 
Rice was on the scoring end of a triple 
steal. Speaker led off with a single, 
but Goslin flied to Carlyle and Rice 
forced Speaker at second. Ruel walked 
and Lundgren hit Bluege, filling the 
bases. Rice snatched a big lead while 
Lundgren was winding up, and he slid 
into the plate far ahead of the pitch 
to score a'run, while Ruel and Bluege 
safely reached third and second, respec- 
tively. 

With one out in the fifth, Harris 
doubled to right field and Speaker 
doubled to left field, driving in Harris . 
with the fourth and final Washington ~ 
run. A pinch-hitter removed Lundgren 
from the line up in the sixth and Wel-. 
zer, Wingfield and ‘Russell finished the 
game, In the last four innings Mc- 
Neely’s single off Wingfield in the seve 
enth was the only Washington hit.

June 28.—Jack Dempsey’s eager- 

ness to shorten his punches 
and to improve his timing had a tend- 
ency to make him look like a ham-and- 
bean heavyweight today against four 
sparring partners at Tom Luther’s in 
the ex-champion’s second rehearsal in 
preparation for his forthcoming bout 
with Jack Sharkey. 

Dempsey worked seven rounds, one 
more than yesterday. He used up three 
of these on the pulleys, the light and 
heavy bags, and the remainder he de- 
voted to sock trading with Carl Carter, 
Martin Burke, two heavyweights, and 
Allentown Joe Gans and Eddie McMul- 
len, middleweights. 

All but McMullen seemed to take 
fiendish delight in belting their boss 
all over the ring. Dempsey was experi- 
menting, and the boys apparently de- 
cided to do their belting before Demp- 
Sey gets beyond the experimental stage. 


McMullen was last of the quartet 
to go in, and on him Dempsey was 
no longer experimenting. Eddie 
paid for the other boys’ fun. And 
how? dack fairly showered him 
with leather, hooked and jabbed, 
countered and slugged until he not 
only had Eddie doubled up in the 
middie but bleeding from _ the 
mouth. Jack couldn’t have been 
any more sincere if Jack Kearns 
had been in there doing the col- 
lecting. 


Carter previously had made a sucker 

of Dempsey with left jabs. Burke's 
fast hit-and-get-away tactics made 
him: look ridiculous. Gans couldn't 
miss him with left jabs and short right 
hooks to the head. 

Paul Lahaye, Dempsey’s new French 
camp chef, is going away from here 
before the week is out, Lahaye came 
highly recommended as an expert steak 
carver and soup maker. Now it de- 
velops that he is nothing but a pastry 
specialist. A woman cook from Albany 
probably will supplant him.

TRADE MEN HASTEN |e 
AIRPORT PLAN AFTER 
ARMY OFFERS FIELD 


Arrange for Committee to Aid 
City Heads Toward Per- 
manent Landing. 


TEN FROM EACH GROUP 
WILL ATTEND MEETING | 
Capital Must Demonstrate a 
Desire to Obtain Own Sta- 
tion, Says Davison. 


The use of Bolling Field as a tem- 
porary landing field for planes of the 
new air-mail line between New York 
and Atlanta definitely was allowed un- 
der a condition yesterday, and local 
business men began immediate ar- 
rangements for the fulfillment of that 
condition. 

F. Trubee Davison, Assistant Secre- 
tary of War in Charge of Aeronautics, 
announced at a luncheon of represen- 
tatives of local business groups yes- 
terday at the City Club that the use of 
Bolling Field would be permitted if 
local interests would demonstrate 
clearly their determination to provide 
a permanent airport. Further, he said, 
the permit would be 
case of a “military exigency.” 

Local business men replied by imme- 
diately arranging to organize a. large 
representative joint committee to work 
with the Commissioners as a solid body 
in selecting and establishing a perma- 
nent airport. 

The joint committee, which will 
represent all local business groups, 
will meet in the offices of the Chamber 
of Commerce at 4 o’clock Thursday. 
There will be present at the meeting a 
committee of ten representing the 
Chamber of Commerce, a committee of 
ten representing the Board of Trade 
and a similar committee. representing 
the Merchants and Manufacturers As- 
sociation. 


Will Attempt Demonstration. 


Maj. W. E. R. Covell, Senior Assistant 
Engineer Commissioner, who is directing 
the airport gr ony will be at the 
meeting A decision to appoint the 
represe ntative sroupe of the joint com- 
mittee was reached immediately fol- 
lowing the luncheon. 

The committee will attempt to dem- 
onstrate the desire of local business 
men to do their share in providing a 
permanent airport. Washington bus- 
iness men, it was declared at the meet- 
ing, always have been foremost in the 
promotion of aviation and will not be 
found wanting in this emergency 
which affects so muecn their MNna- 
tive city and the Capitai of the 
United States. They will attempt, first 
of all, to work in thorough harmony 
and accord and to present a solid front 
in everything they attempt to do 

A permanent chairman will be elect- 
ed at the meeting of the committee 
Thursdey 

The offer of Assistant Secretary 
Davison, provided the War Depart- 
ment is convinced of the sincerity of 
the demonstration which local interests 
will make toward establishing a per- 
manent airport, definitely will settle 
in favor of Washington the question 
of whether the air mail stop will go 
to Washington or Baltimore 


Capital Apparent, Victor. 


The Capital, therefore, seems the vic- 
tor in the contest with Baltimore over 
the air mail stop. The only thing that 
will shift the tide of the contest in 
favor of Baltimore now would be wan- 
ing local interest. The joint commit- 
tee is determined that interest shall 
not wane and that local business men 
do everything possible toward realiza- 
tion of the desired objective. 

Arrangements will be made for the 
necessary equipment at Bolling Field. 
If the provision of a hangar is found 
necessary, local interests stand ready to 
meet the task, it was announced. It 
is not kown yet just what equipment 
will be necessary, since the Pitcarin 
Aviation Co., the contracting line, has 
not indicated what equipment will be 
needed. 

Gravelly Point, the vast area which 
lies under only 1 or 2 feet of water, 
across from the Speedway, was men- 
tioned at the meeting as the ideal lo- 
cation for the permanent airport, and 
the only location ‘which would be ade- 
quate, considering the expected devel- 
opment of aviation as it will affect the 
Capital of the Nation. The impres- 
sion, however, apparently has become 
current that this area, once reclaimed, 
would be in Virginia. This is not 
true, it is declared. The Supreme 
Court, it is explained, already has ruled 
that reclaimed land, on the Virginia 
shore, fs.in the District. 


Exigency Held Unlikely. 


As to the “military exigency,” which 
Assistant Secretary Davison named as 
one of the conditions governing the 
use of Bolling Field, it is explained 
that such an “exigency” — probably 
would never arise except in case of 
war, and in that case, airports prob- 
ably would spring up like mushrooms 
everywhere. The potential war emer- 
gency is one of the strong arguments 
in favor of developing Gravelly Point, 
it is said. 

Assistant Secretary Davison stated as 
follows his announcement of permis- 
sion to use Bolling Field. 

“The War Department will permit 
the temporary use of Bolling Field as 
a landing place for air mail planes pro- 
vided that before consent for the use 
of the field is actually given, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia immediately demon- 
strate its intention to obtain a field 
of its own. Unless such steps are 
taken the War Department can not 
permit the use of one of the Army 
fields for commercial aircraft. 


Stresses Temporary Use. 


“Bolling Field is a military reserva- 
tion. As such it should not be the 
scene of any flying activity which might 
interfere with military operations. Its 
use as an air mail field in this emer- 
gency therefore must be of very brief 
duration, and the War Department re- 
serves the right to revoke this permis- 
sion any time military necessity de- 
mands it. 

“So far as housing and servicing fa- 
cilitiés for the airy mail planes at Boll- 
ing Field are concerned, it, will be nec- 
essary to provide these without ex- 
pense to the Government. However, all 
weather and other navigation data 
available at Bolling Field would be at 
the disposal of air mail pilots. 

“I am delighted that I am able to 
annourfce the ability of the War De- 
partment to give the District of Co- 
lumbia temporary relief in solving its 
air mail problem. I hope that as a re- 
sult of this offer no time will be wast- 
ed in launching the Washington air- 
port project. As I said, unless such 
steps are taken, the War Department's 
offer for the use of Bolling Field does 
not stand.”

HOSPITAL IS CLEARED 
IN BURNING OF CHILD 


Charitable Corporation, De-| 


spite Receiving Pay From 
Patients, Judge Rules. 


The fact that a hospital receives pay | 


from some of its patients for treat- 
ment does not alter the fact that it is 
@ public charitable corporation, accord- 
ing to an opinion rendered yesterday by 


Justice Siddons in Circuit Court in 
which a demurrer to a $10,000 damage 
suit filed against the Children’s Hos- 
pital for alleged personal injuries was 
sustained. 

The plaintiff was Joseph Bauer, sr., 
who sued on behalf of his 2-year-old 
son, Joseph Bauer, jr., who was a patient 
at the hospital on January 24 and 
was being treated for the croup. He 
was in a crib tent where he was sup- 
posed to inhale medicated vapor from 
a boiling liquid in a kettle. The kettle 
was upset and he was burned about 
the arm and shoulder. Public charit- 
able corporations can not be held 
liable for such happenings, according 
to the demurrer which the court sus- 
tained. Pay patients have no more 
right to sue than charity patients, the 
court declared, when they patronize a 
hospital such as the Children’s Hos- 
pital. 

Justice Siddons grounded his decision 
on the action of the court in a case 
where an infant, so it was charged, had 
been placed in a basket on top of a 
hot sterilizer at Columbia Hospital and 
burned. The court sustained a similar 
demurrer in that case. Attorneys Myer 
Cohen and Sherley, and Faust & Wilson 
appeared for the Children’s Hospital.

IMEALTH OFFIGILS GIVE 


WARNING AGRINST RABIES 


Owners Are Also Admonished 
to Obtain New Licenses 
for Their Pets. 


MUZZLE ORDER RENEWED 


The District Health Department yes- 
terday issued ite annual warning 
against rabies. It also admonished 
owners of dogs to obtain new licenses 
and keep their dogs muzzled during 
the next four months. Old licenses 
expire tomorrow and new ones will be 
ready for distribution at the office 
of the tax collector, The statement 
said: 

“The poundmaster will continue to 
impound all untagged dogs, but be- 
cause, of the impossibility of all owners 


procurnig new tags for their dogs on 
the first of July he will not, for the 
first few days of the month, impound 
dogs Trunning at large that are wearing

provided such dogs are otherwise main- 
tained in compliance with the law.

-It says that there is no known 
cure for rabies and the only hope of 
a person who has been bitten by a mad 
dog is in resort to the Pasteur treat- 
ment. 


POLICE MAY NOW FIX 
COLLATERAL AMOUNT 


Maj. Hesse Issues Order De- 
Signed to Relieve Con- 
gestion in Court. 


Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, superintendent 
of police, yesterday issued a general 
order putting in-effect the recent ruling 
by the commissioners permitting com- 
manding officers of police stations to 
fix the amount of collateral. not less 
than the minimum fine for the offense 
for which a prisoner is arrested. 

The purpose of the new regulation 
is to supersede the “hard-boiled” col- 
lateral rule of the past with one which 
permits persons. arrested for minor of- 
fenses- to: deposit samall-collateral, and, 
by forfeiting it, aid in relieving con- 
gestion in the Police ‘Court. 

Maj. Hesse’ also issued his annual in- 
junction to policemen to protect chil- 
dren at play during vacation. The 
order said: 

“The individual officer on the beat 
can accomplish great results for the 
personal safety of children in a mis- 
sionary. way. He should’ make it a 
point always to have children look 
upon him as their best friend. He can, 
by mere interest in them, bring them 
to believe that he is their protector 
rather than their enemy, and he should 
strive at all times to secure their con- 
fidence and assist. them whenever possi- 
re in their nee safety and associa- 

ons.’

200 FLOATS AND CARS 
IN LINE FOR BIG PARADE

The little city within the greater 
City of Washington, which Woodridge f 
has grown to be within the last few 
years, turned out 15,000 strong last 
night to witness one of the biggest com- 
munity events in its history, the open- 
ing of the new Postoffice Building and 
the turning on of the new lights sae 
Rhode Island avenue. 

The former of these events was mark- 
ed by addresses by Postmaster William 
M. Mooney. Assistant Postmaster Will- 


iam H. Haycock and Maj. W. E. R&R. 
Covell, Assistant Engineer Commissioner. 
The latter was commemorated with @ 
monster parade that not only was vast 
in extent, but interesting In variety. ¢ 

At least 200 floats and decorated cars 
were entered in the parade which ma- 
neuvered its way through 24 squares 
of streets in darkness. The parade, xl- 
though it was held to commemorate 
the new lights, was deserted by the 
lights themselves. at the crucial..mo- 
ment. A ehort circuit in the wires 
near South Dakota avenue put the 
lights ovt of commission just as the 
parade began. Then, just. after the 
exercists were ended, atid the dancin 
on the street began, the lighte fash 
on, forming a brilliant white way the 
extent of the avenue. The wires had 
been repaired in the interim. 


Many Floats in Line. 


At the head of the parade was «@ 
squadron of motorcycle policemen. 
Then followed Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, 
superintendent of police, and Capt: C, 
L. Plemmons, of the Twelfth Precinet 
The Washington Boys Independens 
Band was next in line. Then came an 
escort of seven mail carriers, led. by 
William S, Crawford, who has been in 
the service for 46 years, and is, there- 
fore, one of the oldest of local mail- . 
carriers in point of service. 

The official cars were next in line, 
and following these came,three post-» 
office floats, a Red Cross float, six cars 
representing the Rhode Island Avenue 
Citizens Association, four cars repre- 
senting-the East Gate Masonic Lodge, 
and four cars:representing the. Wood- 
ridge Garden Club. 

This constituted the first division. 
The’ following divisions were cars and 
floats emtered by business men of the 
community. Each presented some 
novelty. Several cars in successiong 
were lighted with Japanese paper lan- 
terns. On another. highly ornate float 
were a number of girls singing songs 
and throwing showers of colored paper 
upon the crowd that lined the streets. 
Decorated floats, draped in flags, pre- 
senting some novel design, or advertis- 
ing some product in striking fashion, 
followed each other in rapid succegsion, 
and succeeded in giving the impression 
of being endless. The stores and other 
business places were also decorated and 
draped in flags. The new postoffice’ 
building, however, capped the prize 
for overnamentation. It was literally 
swathed, bandaged and tucked in at the 
corners in flags and drapery. Next to 
the new postoffice was the. speakers’ 
stand, where the formal exercises inci- 
dent to the opening of the new post- 
office were. held. 

The parade formed at Kearney street 
and Rhode Island avenue, moved north- 
east along Kearney street to Seven- 
teenth street, south on Seventeenth 
street to Rhode Island avenue, and’ 
east on Rhode Island avenue to South 
Dakota avenue, where it disbanded. 


Addresses Are Made. 


The opening of the double celebra- 
tion was a concert by the Navy Band 
from 7:30 to 9 o'clock. Then followed 
the parade. 

The speaking began after the parade 
ended. W. B. Putman introduced the 
speakers. Postmaster Mooney, who 
made the principal address, spoke ‘at 
length on the great volume of the 
business handled by the postal service. 
He assured the citizens that the new 
postoffice was evidence of the interest 
taken by the local system in come- 
munity needs, and the desire to 
render the best of service. 

Mr. Haycock and Edward W.. Turner, 
superintendent of the Woodridge 
branch, spoke briefly. Mrs. Jessie 
Cowles presented to Mrs. Mooney 
basket of flowers, and to Mrs. Turner 
a bouquet of flowers. Maj. Covell 
spoke ‘briefly on the subject of the 
lights, which have been installed on 
Rhode Island avenue from Fourth 
street to the District line. A. B. Carty, 
president of the Columbia Heights Citi- 
zens Association, tendered greetings. 
Mr. Crawford, veteran catrier, spoke. 
M. E. Bailey, president of the Wood- 
ridge Business Men’s Association, was 
general chairman of the double celo- 
bration. 

The avenue was roped. off from 
Seventeenth street to Twenty-fourth 
street for the celebration, and for the 
atreet dancing from Twentieth street to 
Twenty-fourth street. The Odd Fel- 
lows Band assisted in providing music 
for the dancing.
